Last  night  Mr.Peake's  Comedy  of  The  Chancery  Suit  was  performed 
at  this  Theatre,  and  went  off  with  spirit ;  Bartley's  Guy  Thiatlehloom, 
is  the  most  hearty  and  natural  piece  of  acting  that  we  have  seen  for  a 
long  time.  The  Pantomime  concluded  ;  one  or  two  well  executed  tricks 
have  been  added,  and  the  performers  and  scene-shifters  are  more  at 
home ;  yet,  still  there  is  a  sad  dearth  of  fun.  However,  any  Panto- 
mime must  be  worth  seeing  that  has  Barnes  for  its  Pantaloon,  he  al- 
ways finds  some  opportunity  for  genuine  acting,  though  here  he  has 
not  so  much  scope  as  sometimes.  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess 
Victoria,  and  a  juvenile  party  will  honor  this  Theatre  with  their  pre- 
sence on  Friday  next,  upon  which  evening  the  Pantomime  will  bo  per- 
formed first ;  and  on  that  occasion  Miss  Taylor  will  make  her  first  ap- 
pearance as  Harriet  Arlington,  in  the  Farce  of  The  £100  .Vote.— 
There  was  a  good  house. 

The  new  Operatic  Drama  entitled  Nancy  of  Portsmouth,^  the  Surrey 
Theatre,  is  usavoidably  postponed  until  Monday,  when  it  will  posi- 
tively be  produced. 

The  next  novelty  at  Drury  Lane  will  be  a  translation  of  the  French 
Tragedy  of  Hernaui,  and  to  that  will  succeed  Mr.  Serle's  Play  of  The 
London  Merchant.  At  Covent  Garden  Miss  Mitford'sTragedyW  Ines 
de  Castro  is  in  a  forward  state  of  preparation.  Miss  F.  Kemble  will  be 
the  heroine. 

Monsr.  Deshayes  the  ballet-master  of  the  King's  Theatre,  arrived 
in  town  on  Thursday  from  Paris,  to  prepare  the  grand  ballet,  for  the 
opening  of  the  Theatre. 

We  understand  that  M.  Laporte,  has  succeeded  after  much  negocia- 
tion,  and  with  some  difficulty  in  engaging  the  celebrated  cantalrica 
(Madame  Vesperman)  of  Munich,  who  will  make  her  first  appearance 
in  this  country  early  in  the  season.  She  is  considered  on  the  Continent 
to  possess  such  vocal  abilities,  as  to  entitle  her  to  be  named  Sontag's 
rival, 

The  commencement  of  the  French  performances  at  the  Haymarket 
Theatre,  is  fixed  for  Monday  next ;  but  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  some  of  the  performers  who  are  expected  from  France,  have 
not  arrived, 
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Mr.  Ducrow*  recently  incurred  considerable  expence  in  preparing  a 
spectacle  for  the  Edinburgh  Theatre,  founded  on  the  events  of  the  late 
French  Revolution.  When  the  piece  was  announced  to  be  brought  out, 
the  civic  authorities  sent  to  Mr.  Ducrow,  suggesting  to  him  the  impro- 
priety of  bringing  forth  a  dramatic  representation  of  this  political  des- 
cription, immediately  within  the  observation  of  the  deposed  monarch. 
Mr.  Ducrow  under  these  circumstances,  thought  proper  to  withdraw 
the  piece,  although,attended  with  considerable  personal  loss  to  himself. 
A  new  and  beautiful  panoramic  view,  on  an  extensive  scale,  represent- 
ing all  the  principal  scenes  of  the  revolntion,  had  been  painted  by 
2\Ji\  Danvers  for  the  piece  in  question.  / 

His  Majesty  was  solicited  the  other  day  to  patronize  the  Russian 
Horn  Players,  who  had  the  honor  of  performing  at  the  Royal  Palace, 
when  His  Majesty  replied,  that  "  these  were  not  times  to  bestow  his 
patronage  upon  every  novelty  of  foreign  birth."

Whoever  has  read  Burns 
must  see  them — the  gallantry  of  Tam — the  approving  smile  of  the  Landlady— 
the  sly  humour  of  the  Souter,  and  the  loud  laugh  of  the  Landlord — all  admirable, 
conld  not  resist  joining  "  mine  host"  in  his  merry  chorus — a  good  fire  in  the> 
room — makes  the  Lounge  delightful. 

1  daily,  between  I  and  4,  qualify  Mrs.  Pry's  discordant  notes  with  some  har- 
money  divine,  and  may  be  found  at  The  Apollonicon,  101,  St.  Martin's  Lane-

The  Historical  Play  of  Henri  Quatre  was  performed  here,  for  the 
first  time,  this  season,  we  believe,  on  Saturday  evening.  It  is  now  many 
years  since  this  Play  was  first  produced,  at  Covent  Garden,  and  me- 
mory in  this  case  is  rather  a  bane  than  a  blessing,  as  will  be  readily 
imagined  when  we  state  that  for  Miss  Stephens  and  Miss  M.  Tree,  the 
original  representatives  of  Louison  and  Florence  St.  Leon,  we  had  on 
Saturday,  Mrs.  VVaylett  and  Miss  Pearson  ;— "  Oh !  what  a  falling  off 
was  there  !"  these  ladies  introduced,  of  course,  there  two  pet  ballads 
'  Come  where  the  Aspens  quiver,'  and  '  Tell  me  my  heart,'    the  first 
named  is  as  certain  to  follow  Mrs.Waylett's  name  in  the  bills,  as  'God 
Save  the  King'  does  a  royal  state  visit ;    beautifully  as  Mrs.  Wayletfc 
sings  this  ballad,  the  audience  are  naturally  tired  of  toujour  perdrte, 
and  were  insensible  enough  not  to  encore  it.     Miss  Pearson,  as  Flo- 
rence St.  Leon,  looked  like  a  figure  we  have  seen  on  a  hay-rick,  which 
elevates  first  one  arm,  and  then  the  other,  as  it  is  swayed  round  by 
the  wind  ;— when  Eugene  exclaimed  "  I  eannot  destroy  that  animated 
gaiety,''  a  suppressed  titter  pervaded  the  house.  Macready  was,  as  on 
the  production  of  the  Play,  the  representative  of  the  noble  Henri,  and 
In  dress,  manner,  and  bearing,  was  all  that  imagination  can  picture  of 
the  chivalrous  monarch.     Farren's  dry  caustic  manner  told  well  in  the 
earlier  scenes  of  Moustache,  but  we  missed  the  blunt,  yet  overpower- 
ing tenderness  which  poor  Emery  used  to  impart  to  the  latter  scenes. 
Harley  was  excessively  quaint  and  amusing  as  Jocrisse,  and  Cooper 
as  Eugene  played  with  considerable  feeling;  the  other  characters  may 
be  included  in  tke  comprehensible  term— respectable.  The  Pantomime 
concluded.— The  house  was  full  after  second  price.   Little  Miss  Poole 
sang  her  part  of  the  duet '  My  pretty  Page/  so  well  as  to  obtain  a  f  ap- 
terous encore. 

We  hear  that  Mrs.  Glover  after  playing  a  few  night  at  MadameVes- 
tris's  Theatre,  will  resume  her  station  on  the  boards  of  Drury  Lane. 
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We  are  enabled  to-day  to  add  another  extract  from  the  anecdotes  of 
Mozart  in  the  Musical  Bijou. — "  Mozart  was  scarcely  five  years  old 
when  on  his  return  from  church  his  father  discovered  him  writing,  and 
enquired  what  he  was  about ;  "  I  am  composing  a  concerto  for  the 
Harpsichord,  and  hav»  almost  finished  the  first  part  ef  it,"  replied 
the  infant  Mozart  ;  "  Let  us  see  this  fine  scrawl"  said  his  father,  taking 
up  the  sheet  full  of  notes,  which  could  scarcely  be  decyphered  for  the 
blots  of  ink,  and  was  at  first  inclined  to  laugh  heartily  at  the  labours 
of  his  son,  but  as  'he  read,  he  became  silent,  the  apparent  coRfusion 
disappeared,  and  what  had  appeared  a  chaotic  assemblage  of  blots, 
grew  upon  perusal  into  a  systematic  composition.  Tears  swelled  hie 
father's  eyes,  as  turning  to  a  professional  friend,  he  exclaimed  in  a 
tone  of  joy  and  wonder  •*  Look,  every  thing  is  composed  according  to 
the  strictest  rules — it  is  a  pity  that  the  piece  caunot  be  made  use  of, 
jbut  it  is  too  difficult,  nobody  would  be  able  to  play  it."

The  School  for  Scandal,   and  the  Pantomime,  drew   a   very   good 
house  last  night  at  this  Theatre. 

Surrey  Theatre. — Taking  advantage  of  the  visit  of  a  country  re- 
lative, we  devoted  ourcelves  last  night  to  visit  regions  we  seldom  pe- 
netrate, and  actually  with  a  sort  of  resolution,  induced  by  despair,  sat 
out  a  seven  hours  performance  at  this  Theatre  with  an  endurance  that 
only  bricks  and  mortar  could  have  borne  unmoved.  "  Virtue  is  its  owa 
reward/'  says  the  moralist,  and  we  will  most  religiously  bear  testimony 
to  the  truth  of  the  aphorism,  for  of  a  vejity  we  had  our  compensation 
in  seeing  our  own  innocent  friend,  and  hundreds  besides,  laughing  and 
enjoying  jokes,  to  call  Joe  Millar's  would  be  an  insult  to  that  respecta- 
ble modern  author.  Critics,  they  9ay,should  he  iron-hearted,  we  nre  sure 
they  should  have  nerves  of  the  same  material,  or  such  a  seven   hours 
as  we  passed  last  night  would  be  fatal  to  the  most  hardy  of  the  craft. 
This  Theatre  since  our  last  visit  has  been  re-decorated  ;  we  do  not  ad- 
mire the  style  of  its  embellishments,  crimson  is  so  entirely  the  pervad- 
ing colour  that  the  house  has  a  sombre  appearance  ;  it,  however,  looks 
warm  which,  at  present,  is  a  merit.     The  performances  commenced 
with  a  Melo-drama  called  JVancy  of  Portsmouth,  an  ominously  nauti- 
cal title,  and  Black  Eyed  Susans,  Blue  Anchors,  fyc.  have  made  us 
abhor  the  very  name  of  salt  water ;  [this  piece,  however,  amused  us, 
by  the  admirable  skill  the  author  has  evinced  in  adapting  his  story  to 
his  auditors,  and  in  giving  to  his  characters  the  language  and  feelings 
they  would  naturally  have  in  their  sphere  of  life,  this  we  take  to  be  a 
rare  merit ;  it  is  the  besetting  sin  of  authors  to  make  their  characters 
in  humble  life  talk  sentiment,  and  reason  and  feel  like  the  writers  them- 
selves would;  the  author  of  Nancy  of  Portsmouth  has  completely 
avoided  this    error,  his  characters  give   the  natural  dialogue  of  such 
persons,  and  if  some  of  their  jests  are  stale,  it  is  the  happiness  of  their 
kind  to  laugh  at,  and  enjoy  thrice  told  jokes. 

We  cannot  at  this  late  hour,  enter  into  the  story  of  JVancy  of  Ports- 
mouth, it  has  some  similarity  to  Black  Eyed  Susan,  only  that  the  dis- 
mals are  omitted,  or  only  lightly  touched  upon,  the  author  knew  weil 
the  danger  of  exciting  too  powerfully  the  tender  feelings  of  the  Christ- 
mas galleries,  and  prudently  did  as  little  of  the  pathetic  as  possible. 
The  acting  was  generally  good  ;  Vale  as  a  merry  half  drunken  cobbler,

was  really  excellent,  we  do  not  know  a  low  Comedy  actor  who  comes 
more  home  to  the  business  and  bosoms  of  a  Surrey  audience,  we  were 
perfectly  delighted  at  ths  rapturous  enjoyment  of  a  happy  parent  near 
us,  who  was  plunged  at  once  into  the  depth  of  home  enjoyment,  by  an 
accidental  coincidence  in  the  dialogue,  we  shall  not  easily  forget  the 
eager  delight  with  which  he  chuckled  at  Vale's  calling  to  his  wife 
to  come  to  little  Sammy,  who  was  choking  with  his  pap  going  the 
wrong  way,  this  came  home,  the  man  himself  had  a  little  Sammy,  and 
thought  that  the  play  was  written  to  introduce  his  own  dear  little  brat. 
Nancy  of  Portsmouth  was  natural,  and  went  of  capitally.  P.  <& 
Come  to  dinner  followed,  a  piece  of  which  in  Surrey  language,  we  could 
neither  make  head  or  tail,  it  however  amused  the  good-natured  per- 
sons to  whom  it  was  played.  The  Pantomime  concluded. — The  house 
was  very  respectably  attended.

Keeley  by  his  grotes- 
que dancing,  and  imitations  of  Harlequin,  makes  considerably  more  of 
the  character  than  Power  did,  and  is  really  very  mirth  moving,  yet 
we  cannot  help  fancying  him  misplaced  iu  a  Pantomime;  perhaps,  thi3 
is  prejudice.

The  long  dormant  Tragedy  of  Fazio,  was  last  night  revived,  to  give 
Miss  Fanny  Kemble  an  opportunity  to  appear  as  Bianca,  a  character 
written  expressly  for  Miss  O'Neill,  and  of  whose  excellence  iu  the 
part  the  play-going  people  still  retain  a  vivid  remembrance.  It  is  im- 
possible to  avoid  allowing  the  recollection  of  Miss  O'Neill  in  this  cha- 
racter to  interfere,  and  drive  us  to  comparisons,  some  of  these  are, 
however,  we  are  happy  to  say,  in  favour  of  Miss  Kemble,  who  has  by 
her  performance  last  night,  strengthened  and  confirmed  our  opinion  as 
to  the  line  of  characters  she  will  fill  most  perfectly.  Nothing  coulol 
equal  the  expression  of  deep  devoted  tenderness  thrown  around  Bianca 
by  Miss  O'Neill,  this  was  apparent  even  when  roused  to  revenge  by 
her  injuries  she  seeks  vengeance  on  her  lord,  her  rage  was  then  but 
momentary,  and  again  sank  into  tenderness;  it  was  like  the  fury  of  a 
dove,  or  any  other  geutle  creature  roused  for  a  moment  in  defence  of 
its  offspring.  Miss  Kemble's  knowledge  of  her  own  powers  induced 
her  to  give  a  different  colouring  to  the  character  of  Bianca,  she  per- 
haps, or  rather  certainly,  did  not  equal  Miss  O'Neill  in  the  gentler 
portion  of  the  character,  but  there  were  points  when  she  soared  evea 
beyond  that  gifted  actress,  we  should  particularly  instance  the  scene 
where  the  servant  announces  to  her  that  Fazio  has  passed  the  night 
at  Arabella's,  the  frantic  agoinies  of  her  jealousy  reminded  u$  of 
Kean's  third  act  of  Othello. 

Her  denouncement  of  her  husband  to  the  council,  and  the  terrible 
urgency  of  her  entreaties  to  the  officer  to  tear  Fazio,  from  the  arms  of 
Aldahella,  were  admirable ;  indeed,  in  all  the  scenes  where,  either  hi 
her  interview  with  Aldahella,  or  when  speaking  of  her,  her  jealousy 
was  aroused,  her  expressions  and  gestures  of  loathing  were  powerfully 
true.  On  the  whole,  we  should  be  inclined  to  pronounce  Bianca  as  de- 
cidedly one  of  the  most  successful  of  Miss  Kemble's  characters;  the 
house  was  enthusiastic  in  its  applause,  and  at  the  conclusion,  would 
not  be  satisfied  until  Mr.  C.  Kemble  came  on  to  announce  the  Tragedy 
for  to-morrow,  and  Monday ;  he  was  evidently  unprepared  for  the  call,

being  quite  in  deshabille.  Mr.  VVarde  played  Fazio  with  judgment, 
bat  it  was  impossible  to  fancy  him  the  object  of  Aldahellds  passiot, 
or  the  creature  of  whom  Bianca  says  "  the  most  gorgeous  monarch  of 
the  earth  were  a  swart  galley  slave  to  Fazio."  Mrs.  Chatterley  was 
Aldabella,  and  looked  sufficiently  flaunting  and  wicked  ;  and  Mr. Parry 
improved  our  opinion  of  him  by  his  performance  of  Falsetto.  The  Pan- 
tomime concluded. — The  house  was  crowded.

Miss  Fanny  Kemble,  last  night,  repeated  the  character  of  Bianca, 
in  Mr.  Milman's  Tragedy  of  Fazio,  and  most  fully  confirmed  our  fa- 
vorable opinion  of  her  performance.  Perhaps  no  character  could  hate 
been  selected  so  suitable  to  Miss  Kemble's  powers;  the  paroxysms  of 
rage  and  jealousy  which  agitate  the  bosom  of  Bianca  were  de?e!oped 
with  the  skill  of  a  veteran  actress;  Miss  O'Neill  could  only  be  gentle, 
and  even  when  the  words  of  hate  and  contempt  for  the  wanton  Alda* 
bella  who  had  so  cruelly  blighted  all  her  happiness  were  put  into  her 
mouth,  her  reproaches  were  uttered  more  in  sorrow  than  in  anger,  and 
she  was  still  the  weakest  of  her  enduring  sex,  exciting  pity  by  her 
helpless  misery.  Miss  Kemble,  on  the  contrary,  tents  her  curses  and 
indignation  on  her  rival  in  the  full  bitterness  of  her  spirit,  and  though 
you  feel  pity  for  her  misery,  you  also  feel  that  her  wrongs  can  only 
conquer,  by  destroying  her.  Miss  Kemble  is  improving  too  in  her  de- 
lineation of  the  gentler  emotions  ;  her  manner  in  the  earlier  scenes  of 
the  play,  while  enjoying  her  husband's  love  in  her  contented  poverty 
was  chaste,  gentle,  and  happy.  We  have  rarely  seen  any  thing  so  fine 
as  her  interview  with  Aldaballa ;  the  manner  in  which  she  suppresses 
her  choking  horror  and  indignation  at  sight  of  her  rival,  her  agonized 
pleading  for  Fazio,  and  the  indignant  reproaches  with  which  she  over- 
whelms JHdabella,  on  finding  those  pleadings  vain  ;  together,  form  a 
scene  worthy  any  actress  who  has  ever  lived.

The  Tragic  Play  of  Pizarro,  A  King's  Fireside,  and  the  Panto« 
mime,  were  the  performances  at  this  Theatre  last  night. — The  house 
was  full.  A  beautiful  member  of  this  establishment  was  last  week  mar- 
ried to  a  certain  noble  captain  in  the  Guards.  The  marriage  has  been 
in  contemplation  for  a  considerable  time,  but  will  not  publicly  be  ac- 
knowledged until  the  end  of  the  present  season,  the  fair  lady  being  ua- 
der  bond  to  forfeit  £500,  should  she  retire  previously. 

At  the  present  moment  the  following  account  of  the  Marquis  of  An- 
glesea's  reception  at  the  Dublin  Theatre,  extracted  from  The  Dublin 
Morning  Register,  is  peculiarly  interesting: — 

'<  Theatre  Royal.— -Lord  Anglesea's  first  visit  to  the  Theatre  on  last 
evening  attracted  a  most  brilliant  and  crowded  house.  The  entertain* 
ments  having  been  but  "By  Desire  of  his  Excellency ;" — the  Lord 
Lieutenant  entered  his  private  box  at  seven  o'clock,  unaccompanied 
by  the  pomp  and  ceremonies  attendant  on  "  Command"  nights.  So 
sooa  as  Lord  Anglesea  was  recognized  an  enthusiastic  cbeer  welcomed 
his  arrival,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  hisses  were  discernible,  and  im- 
mediately the  greetings  were  renewed  with  encreased  vigour,  concluding 
with  "  one  cheer  more"  for  Lord  Anglesea.  The  applause,  however 
warm,  was  by  no  means  general,  and  immediately  on  its  subsiding  a 
tremendous  deafening  shout  from  the  galleries  'proclaimed  a  cheer  fo? 
"  the  Repeal  of  the  Union,"  which  was  most  warmly  responded  to,  and 
continued  for  some  minutes. 

The  performances  of  the  night,  were  Der  Freischutz,  and  Popping 
the  Question.  During  the  early  part  of  the  Opera,  little  else  could 
be  distinguished  but  "  a  groan  for  the  shave-beggar,"  "a  groan  for 
the  proclamation,"  and  "  a  groan  for  Doherty/'  intermingled  with 
occasional  sounds  from  the  orchestra,  and  an  odd  sentence  of  dialogue 
from  the  stage.  The  storm,  however,  gradually  subsided,  and  before 
the  end  of  the  first  act,  silence  and  good  order  prevailed  throughout; 
but  the  time  which  elapsed  between  the  acts,  was  abundantly  prolific 
of  cheers  for  Daniel  O'Connell,  and  the  Repeal  of  the  Union,  to 
which  very  little  opposition  was  offered.  There  was  towards  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Opera  *  a  cheer  for  Lord  Anglesea,  and  a  groan  for

the  Lord  Lieutenant  "  with  respect  to  which  it  was  very  donbtfu: 
whether  the  ayes  or  noes  had  it  :  but  the  most  unequivocal  demonstra- 
tion of  public  feeling  was  in  the  Farce,  where  Mr.  Primrose,  drawing 
a  chair,  invites  Miss  Biffin  to  sit  down,  until  they  should  discuss  the 
question,  immediately  a  stentorian  voice  from  the  upper  regions, 
shouted  out  •*  Oh,  no  public  discussion  allowed. "  The  effect  upon  the 
audience  was  electrical ;  those  who  did  not  cheer,  were  convulsed  with 
laughter,  whilst  the  most  enthusiastic  shouts,  waving  of  hats  and 
handkerchiefs,  marked  the  ready  application  of  the  passage  by  the 
audience.  The  Marquis  upon  quitting  the  Theatre,  was  very  warmly 
cheered,  but  the  plaudits  were  immediately  followed  whilst  he  was 
within  hearing,  by  tremeudous  cheers  for  the  Repeal  of  the  Union.— 
The  French  dancers,  Celeste  and  Constance,  were  as  loudly  and  en- 
thusiastically applauded,  as  upon  any  previous  occasion.

— A  new  Burletta  was  produced  at  this  Theatre  last  night, 
under  the  title  of  The  Lost  Son ;  it  was,  owing  to  the  pleasant  acting 
of  Miss  Foote,  successful;  the  incidents  are  neither  new  or  probable. 
The  piece  opens  with  the  lamentations  of  Madame  Sainvi  lie  for  her  son, 
who  had  gone  the  Russian  campaign,  and  who  had  long  been  expected 
home ;  at  length  an  officer  arrives  who  is  immediately  taken  for  the 
lost  son  by  Madame  Sainville,  and  for  her  brother  by  Leontine  ;  before 
he  can  explain  that  he  is  only  the  comrade  of  her  brother,  Leontine 
overwhelms  him  with  caresses,  and  makes  him  the  confidant  of  her 
dislike  to  a  certain  Baron  Von  Neirstein,  whom  she  is  about  to  marry 
to  please  her  mother.

RIGHTS  OF  THE  PATENT  THEATRES. 

The  arguments  of  conncil  in  favor  of  Mr.  Arnold's  petition  have  not 
yet  come  to  a  termination  ;  Sir  E.B.  Sugden  was  yesterday  very  happy 
in  his  argument ;  we  give  as  much  of  it  as  our  limits  will  allow,  and 
enough  to  shew  the  principal  grounds  on  which  Mr.  Arnold  rests  hie 
claim.— "He  thought  then,  that  his  client  was  at  least  as  well  entitled 
as  others  to  say  a  word  in  favour  of  what  he  proposed  to  produce,  and 
it  was  this — that  his  objects  was  to  be  attained  through  an  encourage- 
ment and  a  fostering  of  native  talent,  and  the  cultivation  of  a  taste  for 
British  music.  He  then  reverted  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Music,  and  contended  that  the  patent  rights  of  the  other 
Theatres  were  not  worth  a  farthing — that  they  were  valueless  in  law— 
and  that,  if  they  at  the  present  moment  existed  at  all,  they  were  not 
of  sufficient  force  to  disturb  the  performances  of  others  ;  and  even  if  it 
were  possible  for  any  one  king  to  restrain  or  limit  the  authority  of  any 
one  of  his  successors — which  it  was  not,  and  which  no  one  was  absurd 
enough  to  imagine — yet  it  was  a  power  which  Charles  the  II.  never  ex- 
ercised. If,  continued  the  learned  counsel,  the  patents  of  Drury  Lane 
end  Covent  Garden  were  good  for  any  thing,  they  were  as  good  for  the 
summer  as  for  Ibe  winter,  and  if  good  for  any  thing  they  must  be  as 
valid  against  Italian  as  against  English  Opera. 

Was  it  to  be  endired  that  foreigners  should  be  encouraged;  and 
natives  of  this  country  not  patronised  ?  As  respected  the  size  of  the 
theatres,  he  believed  that  no  one  can  go  into  one  of  the  large  thea- 
tres, without  feeling  extreme  inconvenience  from  their  size.  They  (the 
patentees)  had  enlarged  the  theatres  in  such  a  way,  that  the  au- 
dience were  compelled  to  wear  at  first,  opera-glasses  ;  and  lately  these 
being  insufficient  for  vision,  in  the  extended  area  of  these  buildings, 
it  had  been  necessary  to  introduce  instruments  of  greater  power — lu- 
nettes, he  thought  they  were  called — and  at  length  if  these  Theatres 
were  further  enlarged,  he  supposed  we  might  go  to  them  provided  with 
a  telescope,  to  assist  the  sight,  and  a  little  hearing-trumpet  to  catch 
the  sound  from  the  stage;  and  at  last,  perhaps,  it  wduld  be  advisable 
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to  have  a  speaking  trumpet  to  communicate  with  one's  acquaintances 
at  the  farther  end  of  the  pit.  He  did  not  ohject  to  the  Italian  music 
or  drama.  He  only  asked  for  fair  play  to  the  lovers  both  of  the  Eng- 
lish and  the  Italian  Theatre ;  for  those  who  preferred  the  English, 
could  have  no  theatre  better  conducted  than  Mr.  Arnold's  had  been. 
If  that  gentleman  were  confined  to  the  smaller  season,  no  benefit  would 
be  conferred  on  him,  by  the  granting  of  his  licence  so  restricted.  The 
expensiveness  of  such  an  establishment  would  be  so  great,  that  if 
their  Lordships  should  not  grant  him  the  whole  year,  he  could  not  be 
able  to  maintain  his  theatre.  He  felt  perfect  confidence  that  their 
Lordships  had  considered  every  particular  which  he  had  submitted  to 
them,  and  that  they  would  view  that  application  in  favour  of  English 
skill  in  snch  a  light,  as  would  lead  them  to  recommend  it  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  crown.

English  ;  we  certainly  remember  it  at  some  Theatre  or  other,  proba- 
bly under  another  name.  An  extravagant  young  man  is  embarrassed 
ib  his  affairs,  and  this  interrupts  his  marriage  ;  the  aunt  of  the  lady, 
however,  hearing  some  good  accounts  of  him,  undertakes  the  arrange- 
ment of  his  8fTairs,  and  agrees  to  be  answerable  for  all  his  debts,  not 
expecting  to  find  among  them  one  of  a  very  singular  nature,  a  note  of 
hand  payable  on  demand  by  a  chaste  salute.  To  account  for  the  ex* 
istence  of  so  extraordinary  a  demand,  it  will  be  necessary  to  observe, 
that  the  young  lover  ©f  the  Baroness's  niece  had  heen  discovered  by  a 
peasant,  named  Thihaut,  kissing  his  wife  on  the  very  day  of  their  wed- 
ding, he  is,  of  course,  enraged,  and  to  appease  him  the  young  rake 
persuades  him  tha't  it  is  a  common  custom,  to  prove  which  he  gives  his 
note  of  hand  which  he  desires  Thibaut  to  present  to  his  wife  on  his  own 
wedding  day,  and  that  then  the  note  shall  be  duly  honored  ;  when  he 
does  so,  he  is  told  that  the  aunt  of  the  bride  has  agreed  to  pay  all 
Mils,  and  amidst  the  laughter  of  the  surrounding  village,  to  the  confu- 
sion of  the  old  lady,  and  his  own  disappointment,  he  receives  the  sa- 
lute of  the  antiquated  Baroness.  With  the  delicate  acting  of  the  French 
stage  in  light  pieces  of  this  kind  the  Barletta  may  probably  be  very 
amusing,  here  it  is  not. 

A  Miss  Sydney  played  Madame  Thibaut,  with  much  archness  and 
humour,  she  is  pretty,  well  acquainted  with  the  business  of  the  stage, 
and  a  better  actress  than  singer.  Mr.  Spagnoletti  also  made  a  first 
appearance,  he  has  a  good  voiee,  but  was  very  imperfect,  and  does 
not  seem  very  likely  to  excel  as  an  actor. 

Rodolphe  Kreutzer,  the  celebrated  violin  player,  died  rt  Geneva  on 
the  6th  instant,  in  the  64th  year  of  his  age.  Until  an  accident  which 
deprived  Mr.  Kreutzer,  in  1817.  of  the  use  of  his  arm,  he  was  justly 
considered  the  most  accomplished  violinist  in  Europe.  His  method  is 
the  best  that  is  known.     Besides  being  for  many  years  director  of  the 
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Acqdhmie  Royale  in  Paris.  Mr.  Kreriteer  #a5  also  principal  violin  pro- 
fessor at  the  Conservatoire.  Most  of  the  young  violin  professors  of 
eminence  in  France  are  therefore  his  pupils,  and  take  great  credit  in 
calling  themselves  such.  As  a  composer,  Mr.  Kreutzer  ha9also  greatly 
distinguished  himself.  Besides  an  immense  number  of  violin  concertos, 
quartets,  duets,  and  a  set  of  excellent  studies,  familiar  to  all  perfor- 
mers on  tnat  instrument  throughout  Europe,  he  has  written  eerertl 
Operas,  among  which  are  tire  well-known  Lodouka,  Paul  H  Virginie, 
La  JMort d' Abel  and  dritfippe.  Mr.  Kreutzer  enjoyed  the  personal 
friendship  of  Napoleon,  who  often  conversed  with  him  in  a  familiar 
manner,  appointed  him  His  +Maitre  de  Chapelle,  and  conferred  on  him 
the  gold  cross  (Offerer)  of  the  legion  of  honour.  Napoleon  used  to 
say  that  time  was  too  precious  to  be  employed  in  listening  to  instra- 
mental  music,  excepting  when  Kreutzer  was  playing  a  concerto  on 
the  violin.

John  Rappelkoff,  (Mr.  Mathews,)  is  a  person  of  the  unhappy  dis- 
position, which  leads  its  possessor  to  look  invariably  to  the  dark  side 
of  events,  and  to  suspect  every  creature  he  comes  in  contact  with  of 
a  desire  to  do  him  injury.  His  fears  at  leDgth  become  so  urgent  that 
supposing  his  whole  family  are  conspiring  to  destroy  him,  he  retiree 
to  a  hovel,  where  he  is  determined  to  indulge  alone  his  wayward  fan- 
cies. His  family  are  plunged  into  the  deepest  distress,  by  his  absence, 
when  Astralagus,  (Mr.  Yates,)  the  King  of  the  Alps,  who  is  a  bene- 
volent supernatural  being,  appears  to  them,  and  promises  to  restore 
Rappelkoff  to  his  right  reason,  and  to  his  family  ;  tie  performs  a  va- 
riety of  miracles,  conjures  up  the  ghosts  of  Rappelkoff's  two  deceased 
wives,  burns  his  hut  by  supernatural  fire,  and  wafts  him  to  his  own 
palace,  where  Rappelkoff  still  remains  obstinate  in  clinging  to  his  mi- 
santhropic opinions.  Astralagus  now  transforms  the  exterior  of  Rap- 
pelkoff into  the  likeness  of  his  brother-in-law,  and  himself  assumes 
the  shape  of  the  Misanthrope.  In  their  assumed  shapes  they  visit 
the  house  of  Rappelkoff,  where  he  finds  all  his  family  plunged  in  grief 
for  his  absence,  and  where  the  Alpine  King  in  the  likeness  of  Rappel- 
koff enacts  all  that  personages  wildness  and  extravagance,  at  length 
convinced  of  his  error,  the  penitent  misanthrope  is  restored  to  h:s 
family,  cured  of  his  disease.    Mr.  Mathews  enacted  the  Misanthrope 
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with  great  skill ;  and  Mr.  Yates  in  the  assumed  character  of  Rappel- 
koff,  imitated  his  manner  so  exactly,  that  we  must  confess  we  have 
nerer  seen  any  thing  [of  the  kicd  so  clever.  The  original  Music  by 
Ven  Miller,  is  highly  appropriate,  and  the  additions  by  G.  H.  Rodwell 
exceedingly  good.

The  return  of  Mr.  Kean  to  these  boards  last  night,  after  his  so- 
lemn leave  taking  in  July  last,  at  the  Opera  House,  without  any  other 
reason  being  giten  than  that  "  Mr.  Alexender  Lee  had  prevailed  upon 
him  to  appear  in  a  few  of  his  most  celebrated  characters/'  was  a  cir- 
cumstance which  could  not  fail  to  attract  considerable  notice  in  the 
theatrical  world,  and  it  seemed  very  doubtful  whether  his  reception 
would  be  as  cordial  as  heretofore.  Mr.  Kean  has,  however,  played  so 
many  fantastic  tricks  with  the  public,  that  he  knows  his  power ;  and 
jso  it  proved  last  night,  for  his  reception  was  in  the  highest  degree  en- 
thusiastic ;  in  fact  most  injudiciously  so,  for  his  applauders  were  so 
violent  and  indiscriminate  in  their  favours  at  first,  that  they  necessa- 
rily became  fatigued,  and  their  energies  abating,  caused  the  latter 
part  of  the  Tragedy  to  go  off  flatly.  The  first  three  acts  Mr.  Kean 
played  in  his  best  manner,  with  the  single  exception  of  making  his 
pauses,  (always  tqo  long,)  even  more  marked  than  ever;  perhaps  too 
in  his  love  making  scene  with  Lady  Ann,  his  hypocrisy  was  not  so 
artfully  veiled  as  formerly,  it  wa3  scarcely  sufficiently  glossed  over  to 
have  deceived  even  the  "  shallow  pated"  Lady  Ann. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fourth  act,  Mr.  Kean's  voice,  which 
throughout  the  three  first  acts  had  been  even  better  than  usual,  began 
to  fail  him,  and,  although  it  occasionally  recovered,  it  was  very  un- 
equal, and  added  to  an  evident  debility  of  body,  rendered  the  last  two 
acts  much  less  effective  than  we  have  seen  them ;  he  now  and  then  ex- 
erted himself  to  rally,  and  in  uttering  the  word  "charge''  to  the  troops 
a9  he  rushes  off  to  meet  Richmond,  the  effort  was  so  overstrained  as  to 
be  ludicrous.  In  his  death-scene  his  weakness  was  apparent,  and  he 
continually  used  his  sword  as  a  support.  Upon  the  whole,  and  under 
the  circumstances  which  have  induced  Mr. Kean  to  come  forward  again 
after  so  posilivea  retirement,  we  cannot  help  feeling  it  a  subject  of 
regret ;  we  wish  that  like  Kemble  he  had  chosen  the  right  time  to  re- 
tire with  dignity,  and  we  cannot  help  wishing  that  Mr.  Alexander  Lee 
had  "left  him  alone  in  his  glory. "  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Play,  Mr. 
Kean  was  called  on, and  made  a  speech,by  far  the  greater  part  of  which 
was  inaudible;  he  spoke  of  his  gratitude  for  the  reception  he  had  met

Last  night  a  melo-dramatic  Opera  was  produced  at  this  Theatre, 
called  The  Devil's  Brother  •  it  is  a  translation  from  the  French,  story 
as  well  as  rausie,  and  is  familiar  to  the  public,  under  the  name  of  Fra 
JJiavolo,  as  it  has  been  played  both  at  the  Tottenham,  and  Olympic 
Theatres.  The  same  piece  was  sent  over  to  us  from  Paris,  four  years 
ago,  translated  by  a  friend,  and  called  The  Inn  at  Terracina,  we  then 
did  not  think  it  sufficiently  effective  to  undergo  the  labour  and  diffi- 
culty of  getting  it  produced,  and  the  effect  of  the  representation  la6t 
night,  confirms  us  in  the  opinion  that  we  acted  wisely  for  our  friend. 
The  story  of  The  Devil's  Brother  is  confined  to  adventures  at  the  Inn 
of  Terracina,  where  Fra  Diavolo,  a  celebrated  Brigand,  passes  him- 
self off  as  the  Marquis  San  Marco  to  an  English  Baronet  and  his  lady, 
whom  some  of  his  band  ha?e  robbed  of  part  of  their  property,  and 
he  means  to  obtain  the  rest ;  his  schemes  are  however  frustrated,  and 
he,  with  his  band,  are  secured  by  the  papal  troops,  who  have  been 
sent  iato  the  mountains  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  Lee  has  selected  the 
music  from  Auber's  Opera  of  Fra  Diavolo,  it  bears  a  strong  resem- 
blance to  that  of  JMasaniello,  and  if  not  so  effective,  is  sweeter — Mr. 
A.  Lee  has  executed  his  task  with  taste  and  judgment.  Mrs.  Waylett 
had  the  principal  singing  character,  and  although  she  saog  several 
songs  very  sweetly,  and  they  were  peculiarly  well  adapted  to  her  voice, 
not  one  of  them  were  encored;  Mr.  Sinclair  obtained  that  honour, 
somewhat  doubtfully,  for  one  of  his  songs,  which  certainly  did  not 
very  much  deserve  it. 

Wallack  has  a  part,  a  sort  of  second  edition  of  Jtlassaroni,  but  not 
half  so  effective ;  his  song  he  will  do  well  to  omit  on  the  next  time  tho 
piece  is  played  Harley  and  Mrs.  Orger,  as  the  English  travellers, 
bas  insignificant  characters,  which  they  did  all  they  could  for,  and 
Webster  dressed  and  acted  the  Italian  host  very  cleverly.  The  piece 
went  off  flatly,  and  had  not  the  last  scene  been  very  pictnresque  and 
effective,  we  doubt  if  it  would  have  met  even  the  equivocal  success  it 
did.  The  Pantomime  followed,  and  Masaniello  concluded  ; — owing 
to  a  mistake  of  our  compositor,  the  latter  piece  was  omitted  in  the 
early  edition  of  yesterday's  Theatrical  Observer.— There  was  a  crowded 
house.

We  saw  Stanfield's 
drop-scene  but  for  a  moment,  as  we  entered  late,  but  it  appeared  to

Last  night  the  Tragedy  of  Fazio  was  performed  at  this  Theatre, 
and  in  consequence  of  Mrs.  Chatterley  having  refused  longer  to  enact 
Jlldabeila,  that  character  was  sustained  by  Miss  Taylor  in  a  style  which 
made  us  wonder  how  Mrs.  Chatterley  could  ever  have  contrived  to  make 
it  so  perfectly  uninteresting.  After  the  Tragedy,  a  new  petite  Comedy, 
entitled  Jffarried  Lovers,  was  produced  with  the  most  complete  success. 
It  is  one  of  those  bustling  lively  anecdotes  which  the  French  excel  so 
much  in  telling,  and  has  been  adapted,  we  are  told,  by  Mr.  Power  : 
Shr  John  Ascot,  (Mr.  Warde.)  an  English  Attache,  at  Paris,  is  very 
jealous  of  his  wife,  (Mrs.  Chatterley.)  but  notwithstanding  his  fears 
A»r  her,  he  does  not  object  to  intrigue  himself,  and  accordingly  makes 
love  to  the  Marchioness  deMeneville,  (Miss Taylor,)  whose  husband, 
the  Marquis,  (Bartley,)  returns  the  compliment,  by  a  passion  for  Lady 
Ascot ;  she  has  besdes  another  admirer,  in  the  Due  d'Orleans.  (Mr. 
Abbott.)  The  two  ladies,  in  conjunction  with  the  Duchess  d'Orleans, 
(Miss  Fordt?,)  contrive  a  plot  to  laugh  at  their  husbands,  and  succeed 
In  bringing  them  altogether  in  a  very  ludicrous  situation  ;  the  Marchio- 
ness de  Meneville,  dressed  as  the  page  of  Lady  Ascot,  makes  an  as- 
signation for  her  with  the  Due  d'Orleans,  who  is  to  come  in  the  dress 
of  an  old  nurse  ;  this  plot  the  Marquis  finds  out,  and  determines  to 
forestall  the  Due,  and  accordingly  arrives  in  a  similar  costume  at  the 
same  momert  with  the  Due;  Sir  John  Ascot,  who  has  followed  the 
chair  of  the  Marchioness  de  Meneville  through  the  streets  of  Paris^ 
also  arrives,  covered  with  mud  ;  the  three  married  lovers  are  shewn 
into  an  old  and  dark  hali,  where  after  tumbling  over  oneauother,  and 
being  nearly  frozen  with  cold,  they  are  discovered  and  laughed  a?  by 
their  wives. 

The  piece  is  a  little  broad,  but  very  spirited,  and  the  acting  admi- 
rable;  Miss  Taylor  in  the  dress  of  the  page,  looked  and  acted  with 
the  most  genuine  archness,  she  sang  a  song,  unaccompanied,  with  the 
most  perfect  expression,  it  was  warmly  encored.  We  have  discovered 
another  charm  in  Miss  Taylor,  she  has  the  most  beautiful  leg  in  the 
world,  not  even  excepting  those  sung  of  in  the  street,  it  is  perfectly 
feminine,    and  of  exquisite  symmetry.     Miss  Forde  as  the  Duchess 
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d'Orleans,  sang  one  song  with  much  taste,  she  was  encored.  Of  the 
acting  of  the  gentlemen,  we  may  speak  in  terms  of  unqualified  praise. 
Mr.  Warde  perfectly  amazed  us  by  his  excellent  comedy,  we  should 
little  have  expected  liveliness  from  him,  btit  he  really  felt  the  humour 
of  the  part,  and  embodied  it  very  forcibly.  Mr.  Bartley  as  the  gallant 
Marquis  was  excellent,  his  manner  when  dressed  as  the  old  nurse,  Was 
highly  ludicrous.  Power  had  not  so  much  to  do  as  sometimes,  what 
he  did  was  done  well,  except  wearing  spurs,  which  got  entangled,  and 
caused  him  a  laughable  tumble,  or  rather  a  too  sudden  sitting*  down  on 
the  ground.  The  music  by  Barnett,  is  very  tasteful  and  pleasing,  it  has 
too  some  novelty;  each  song  was  encored.  Mr.  Bartley  announced 
•Married  Lovers  for  repetition  this  evening,  without  one  disseotent 
voice,  and  amidst  universal  applause.— The  Pantomime  concluded.— 
The  bouse  was  not  very  full.

Cofcent  <*Satfmt  €fjcatre* 

A  new  Opera,  entitled  The  Romance  of  a  Day,  was  produced  at 
this  Theatre  last  night.  The  following  is  a  sketch  of  the  Plot :  Adolph, 
Count  of  Engleberg,  (Wilson,)  disgusted  with  the  heartlessness  and 
folly  of  the  great  world,  retires  to  his  castle,  determining  to  choose 
amid  the  ranks  of  humble  life  the  partner  of  his  rank  and  fortune.  No 
sooner  is  this  romantic  scheme  made  known  among  the  rustic  beauties 
on  the  Count's  estates,  than  three  village  lovers  are  somewhat  unce- 
remoniously discarded.  Among  the  foremost  of  these  faithless  ones  is 
Karoline  Klaffen,  (Miss  H.  Cawse.)  who,  at  the  command  of  her  mo- 
ther, the  hostess  of  the  Golden  Lamb,  (Mrs/Gibbs,)  and  somewhat 
influenced  by  the  suggestions  of  her  own  vanity  and  ambition,  repulses 
the  addresses  of  Paul  Richter,  (Miss  Taylor,)  to  whom,  previous  to 
the  Count's  arrival,  she  had  pledged  her  faith.  She  is  further  buoyed 
up  with  hopes  of  becoming  Countess  of  Engleberg  by  the  promises  of 
the  Seneschal  of  the  castle,  who  undertakes,  in  consideration  of  a  bribe, 
to  use  his  influence  with  the  Count  in  favor  of  the  fair  Karoline.  The 
trial-scene  arrives,  the  girls  of  the  village  are  brought  to  the  castle, 
drawn  up  in  array  before  the  Count,  he  is  struck  with  the  beauty  of 
Karoline,  but  a  still  more  attractive  object  appears,  who  quickly  su- 
percedes the  faithles  Karoliue  in  the  Count's  admiration.  The  beauti- 
ful stranger  is,  in  reality,  the  cousin  of  the  Count,  Sophia  Walstein, 
(MTss  Forde,)  she  is  accompanied  by  her  own,  and  the  Count's  uncle, 
General  Kienwitz,  (Bartley.)  Both  are  disguised  as  peasants,  it  being 
the'General's  object  to  effect  a  marriage  between  the  cousins,  and  he 
hopes  to  do  this  by  humoring  the  romantic  whim  of  bis  eccentric  nephew. 
The  plot  fails,  however,  in  consequence  of  the  Seneschal's  refusal  to 
allow  his  niece  to  remain  unprotected  at  the  Castle;  and  the  first  act 
closes  with  the  abrupt  departure  of  both  uncle  and  niece,  from  the 
castle.  In  the  second  act  General  Kienwitz  arrives  in  his  own  person, 
and  after  severely  rallying  his  nephew  upon  bis  romantic  plan,  offers  to 
prove  that  there  will  not  be  found  one  of  "  his  fine  unsophisticated  fair 
ones,  unprovided  with  a  sweet-heart."

Colman's  somewhat  heavy  Play  of  7 he  Iron  Chest  was  revived  at 
this  house  on  Saturday  night,  to  give  Mr.  Kean  an  opportunity  of  ap- 
pearing in  the  character  of  Sir  Edward  Mortimer ;  he  played  through- 
out with  much  force  and  judgment,  and  if  his  performance  last  evening 
wanted  something  of  the  vigor  which  used  to  mark  it,  it  was  still  a  mas- 
terly piece  of  acting.  His  interview  with  JVilfordm  the  library  was 
finely  acted,  and  obtained  great  applause.  Farren  played  "Old  Adam 
Winterton"  excellently  ;  he  looked  the  character  of  the  garrulous  "  old 
man  of  three  score  and  ten,"  to  admiration.  Miss  Phillips  made  as 
much  of  the  slight  part  of  Lady  Hefcn  as  possible.  Mrs.  Waylett  was 
happy  in  the  character  of  Blanche,  and  played  with  much  spirit.  Miss 
Pearson,  au  conlraire,  was  as  cold  and  spiiitless  as  could  be.  We  re- 
member Miss  Stephens  the  pretty  little  Barbara,  but  we  also  remem- 
ber Mrs.  Malapr op's  opinions  of  comparisons,  and  refrain  from  saying 
more  of  this  young  lady's  performance  last  night,  than  that  we  trust 
it  will  be  long  before  we  see  her  in  the  part  again.  Kean  was  immensely 
applauded  on  his  first  appearance,  and  was  loudly  called  for  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Play.  We  are  happy,  however,  to  say  this  absurd 
custom  was  not  complied  with.  The  Pantomime  concluded,  to  a  full, 
though  not  a  crowded  house. 

Miss  Paton  and  Mr.  Braham  are  both  engaged  for  the  Oratorios  at 
Drury  Lane  for  the  ensuing  season. 

King's  Thfatre. — This  magnificent  Theatre  opened  for  the  season 
on  Saturday  night,  and  was  graced  by  nearly  all  the  fashion  at  present 
io  the  metropolis;  we  have  rarely,  if  e?er,  observed  so  numerous  an 
audience  on  the  opening  night. 

The  Opera  selected  was  Rossini's  //  Barbiere  di  Siviglia,  which  in- 
troduced a  lady  in  the  character  of  Rosina,  new  to  the  English  public, 
»adame  Sigh  Vespermann,  from  the  Opera  at  Munich.  On  entering 
the  theatre,  we  found  bills  stating  that  in  consequence  of  the  incle- 
mency of  the  season,  Madame  Vespermann  laboured  under  so  severe 
a  cold,  that  had  it  not  been  to  prevent  a  disappointment,  she  must 
have  abstained  from  appearing,  under  these  circumstances  it  would  be 
unfair  to  give  a  decided  opinion  as  to  this  lady's  capability  for  sustain- 
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jng  the  rank  of  prima  donna,  as  far  as  we  could  judge,  (for  in  addi- 
tion to  a  cold,  Madame  Vespermann  laboured  under  considerable  era- 
barassment,)  her  voice  is  sweet,  very  high  and  powerful ;  she  is  deci- 
dedly of  the  Sontag  school,  and  her  execution  brilliant.  As  an  actress 
we  can  only  say  that  Madame  Vespermann  appears  lady-like  ;  in  fea- 
tures, she  is  not  unlike  Miss  Paton,  but  thinner,  and  not  so  tall.  In 
the  ballet  department,  several  very  valuable  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  corps  of  last  year,  the  first  is  Madame  Montessu,  who  is  a 
sister  of  M.  Paul's,  and  like  him  excels  in  that  style  of  dancing  which 
may  be  called  flying  ;  Madame  Montessu  is  a  petite  but  pretty  figure, 
and  her  dancing  is  characterized  by  vigour  and  decision,  she  was  most 
flatteringly  received,  and  deservedly  so,  but  we  are  of  opinion,  that 
2n  a  more  lively  character  than  La  Somnambule ,  Madame  Montessu 
will  appear  to  still  greater  advantage.

Queen's  Theatre. — We  promised  to  take  some  farther  notice  of 
the  company  at  this  Theatre,  aHd  we  last  night  visited  it  for  the  pur- 
pose of  redeeming  os5r  pledge.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the 
manner  in  which  every  thing  is  got  up  ;  scenery,  dresses,  and  decorati- 
ons, all  look  appropriate  and  new,  except  Mrs. Glover's  shoes  and  gloves 
which  appear  as  though  they  had  accompanied  her  in  all  her  campaigns; 
when  she  with  a  pardonable  malice  enquires  if  she  is  too  superannuated 
for  a  London  Theatre?  we  longed  to  reply,  no — but  your  shoes  and 
your  gloves  are. —  Galatea  is  extremely  well  got  up.  Miss  Veinon  is  a 
clever  singer,  but  we  do  not  admire  the  quality  of  her  voice.  Mrs. 
Humby,  our  quiet, and  old  favourite,  should  never  sing;  she  does  mis- 
chief enough  without,  and  to  do  her  justice,  she  did  not  seem  very  de- 
sirous •&£  figuring  in  Handel's  music,  but  seemed  to  enjoy  her  final  shake 
about  as  much  as  a  poodle  does  after  ha?ing  been  thrown  into  the  wa- 
ter. Mr.  E.  Seguin  has  a  very  fine  bass  voice,  and  will  doubtless  be- 
come an  ornament  to  his  profession.  Mr.  Bennett  possesses  a  voice 
more  remakable  for  sweetness  and  delicacy  than  power; — it  is  very 
agreeable  in  a  Theatre  of  this  size. 

In  the  Comedietta,  as  they  are  pleased  to  call  it — by  the  way,  Mr. 
Eliiston  had  a  piece  with  a  dog  in  it,  which  he  denominated  a  Cano- 
drame,— this  comedietta  is  called  Three  to  One,  and  is  spiritedly  acted 
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by  Mrs.Glover ;  Miss  Wells,  who  makes  a  capital  old  woman,  neither 
trying  to  shew  that  she  really  is  young,  though  in  an  old  character, 
nor  over-acting,  merits  worthy  of  imitation.  Mr.  Forrester  is  the 
only  male  creature  in  the  piece,  and  plays  with  so  much  grace,  and  is 
so  handsome  a  figure,  that  we  do  not  wonder  at  his  having  three  to 
one  upon  him  at  once.  In  Every  Body's  Husband,  we  have  three  or 
four  young  ladies,  all  very  tolerable  actresses,  one  or  two  very  pretty ; 
then  there  is  a  Mr.  Roberts  who  makes  a  good  bumpkin,  a  Mr.  Smith 
who  acts  a  citizen  and  pinmaker,  indifferently  well,  and  a  Mr.  Tilbury 
who  if  nature  has  not  prevented  him,  would  do  well  to  keep  his  raoutlf 
as  nearly  in  the  middle  of  his  face  as  he  can,  and  not  appear  to  be 
whispering  into  his  own  ear.  Mr.  Green  is  the  life  of  this  piece,  and 
Tery  gaily  and  spiritedly  he  goes  through  the  arduous  task  of  being, 
Every  Body's  Husband.

Sudden  Death  of  Mr.  William  Atkins  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre. 
An  inquest  was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  at  the  Golden  Lion, 
Dean  Street,  Soho,  before  Mr.  Higgs,  and  a  highly  respectable  jury, 
on  view  of  the  body  of  Mr.  William  Atkins,  aged  68,  a  comedian  of 
the  old  school,  who  expired  suddenly,  at  his  residence.  No.  29,  King 
Street,  Soho,  on  Sunday  night  last.  It  appeared  in  evidence  that  the 
deceased  had  been  a  performer  at  Cotent  Garden  Theatre,  for  thelasC 
30  years,  and  during  the  whole  of  that  time  never  had  a  days  illness* 
On  the  above  mentioned  day  the  old  gentleman  dined  out  at  a  friends 
house,  and  did  not  return  home  till  11  o'clock  at  night.  It  did  not 
then  appear  as  if  any  thing  ailed  him,  and  he  was  preparing  to  take 
his  supper  as  usual,  which  was  brought  him  by  a  female  attendant 
named  §mith.    He  had,  however,  scarcely  eaten  a  mouthful,  when  he 
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■was  suddenly  seized  with  a  faintiug  fit,  and  sunk  in  a  chair,  Ms  hend 
reclining  on  one  side.  Mr,  Mitfotd  Gate,  a  surgeon  residing  in  the 
neighbourhood,  was  promptly  called  in,  but  life  was  wholly  extinct.— 
The  deceased  was  much  respected  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  so  re- 
markably abstenious,  that  he  never  drank  a  glass  of  porter  in  his  life. 
His  first  appearance  at  Covent  Garden,  was  in  the  character  of  John 
Burr,  in  Coiman's  Comedy  of  John  Bull,  wh'ch  he  performed  with 
•great  eclat,  and  proved  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  house.  He  was 
so  punctual  and  attentive  to  his  profession,  that  some  time  ago,  at  a 
Tehearsal,  he  was  found  to  be  absent,  when  the  manager  offered  to  bet 
a  considerable  sum,  that  he  had  either  dropped  down  dead  suddenly, 
(a  circumstance  not  unlikely,  from  his  habit  of  body,)  or  that  he  had 
not  been  served  with  due  notice  to  attend.  Upon  enquiring  the  latter 
proved  to  be  case.  The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of  "  Died  by  the  vi- 
sitation of  God."

delighted  us  in  the  stories  of  Italian  love  and  devotion;  he  breathes 
the  very  romance  of  passion,  yet  with  an  air  that  plainly  evinces  that 
©n  occasion  he  can  assume  with  equal  success  the  fiercer  emotions  at- 
tributed to  Italian  heroes;  what  a  treat  it  will  be  to  see  him  in  the  same 
opera  with  Pasta,  we  shall  then  have  music — Italian  music,  given 
with  a  perfection  we  have  before  only  imagined.  Signor  David  pos- 
sesses, besides  feeling  and  expression  in  their  highest  sense,  a  voice  of 
extraordinary  beauty  as  well  as  compass  ;  it  is  the  highest  tenor  that 
we  ever  heard,  and  almost  embraces  the  treble  tones  of  Velluti,  but 
without  any  of  those  breaks,  and  unnatural  notes,  which  marred  the 
delight  that  singer's  voice  wculd  otherwise  have  afforded.  If  Signor  Da- 
vid's voice  is  occasionally  a  little  weak,  he  manages  it  so  skilfully  and 
contrives  to  cover  the  defect^by  so  much  sweetness,  that  it  is  hardly 
perceptible. 

More  scientific  critics  than  ourselves  will  pronounce  his  style  much 
too  florid,  perhaps  it  is  ;  but  he  contrives  to  shew  at  the  same  time, 
consummate  skill  in  execution,  without  doing  so  at  the  expence  of  ex- 
pression andjfeeling.  The  character  chosen  by  Sig  David,  vrasRicciardo, 
in  Ricciardo  e  Zoraide,  in  which  the  passion  of  love  is  almost  the  only 
one  he  has  to  pourtray  ;  in  this  he  eminently  succeeded,  his  duet  with 
Zoraide,  in  tbe  second  act,  was  perfectly  delicious  ;  his  notes  tremble** 
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and  fluttered  with  the  moat  melting  tenderness  ;  the  finale  too  was 
given  with  the  most  beautifal  effect,  and  was,  as  was  nearly  every 
tkiBg  he  sang,  most  warmly  encored.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Opera 
Signor  David  was  universally  called  for ;  he  will  decidedly  be  the  fa- 
shion, and  his  expressive  eyes,  will  certainly  have  th9  same  effect  on 
some  of  the  frozen  habituees  of  the  side  boxes,  as  would  the  sun  of 
his  clime  oa  our  icy  climate.  Mademoiselle  Beck  also  made  her  first  ap- 
pearance in  this  country,  as  Zomira,  the  character  so  admirably  sus- 
tained by  Pesaroni,  she  posseses  a  deep  fine  voice,  and  was  very  suc- 
cessful in  the  exquisite  trio  "Cruda  sorte."  Miss  Fanny  Ayton  sus- 
tained the  character  of  Zoraide  with  considerable  skill,  though  she 
occasionally  suffered  her  voice  a  little  to  run  riot.  Curione  as  the  tyrant 
•rfgorante,  sang  very  finely. — In  the  Divertissement,  and  the  Ballet, 
Madame  Mootessn  again  astonished  and  delighted,  by  her  most  extra- 
ordinary power  and  agility.

Shakspeare's  Comedy  of  Much  Ado  About  Nothing,  was  last  night 
revived  at  this  Theatre,  and  afforded  us  the  opportunity  of  witnessing 
another  appearance  of  Miss  Fanny  Kemble  in  a  new  character,  that 
of  Beatrice.  If  we  were  to  say,  as  some  of  Miss  Kemble's  blind 
worshippers  will  do,  that  her  effect  was  a  perfect  one,  we  should  do 
both  the  actress  and  the  public  injustice;  the  grace  and  gaiety  of  lively 
Comedy  do  not  sit  easily  upon  Miss  Kemble,  there  is  a  constant  toss 
of  the  head,  which  gives  you  the  idea  of  a  struggle  against  the  natu- 
ral feeling,  to  appear  gay  and  happy ; — the  dialogue  does  not  come 
sparkling  from  the  heart,  nor  does  the  voice  second  the  effort. 

We  may  truly  say  that  Miss  Kemble's  Beatrice  was  an  extremely 
clever  performance,  and  evinced  great  improvement  in  her  comic  acting; 
her  badinage  with  Benedick  was  generally  given  with  much  point,  more 
particularly  the  sarcastic  portions  of  it,  and  her  entreates  to  him  to 
revenge  her  cousin's  wrongs  were  admirably  expressed  ;  we  were  much 
pleased  with  Miss  Kemble's  bye-play  when  she  consoles  Hero  under 
the  unmerited  insaitslieaped  upon  her;  the  attentions  she  offered  were 
delicate  and  lady-like.  Of  Mr.  C.  Kemble's  Benedick  it  is  bow  too 
late  to  speak  ;  it  has  been  so  often  eulogized,  and  so  justly,  that  we 
could  only  repeat  thrice  told  panygerics.  Mr.  VVarde  was  very  happy 
as  Lconato,  as  was  likewise  our  old  friend  Blanchard  in  Dogberry.— 
The  Romance  of  a  Bay  concluded  ;  an  apology  was  made  for  Miss 
Forde,  and  Miss  Cawsa  supplied  her  place. — The  house  was  crowded*

An  Oratorio  composed  entirely  of  sacred  music, 
even  though  that  music  be  Handel's,  is  not  so  attractive  to  the  play- 
going  world  generally,  as  a  miscellaneous  selection  ;  last  night,  though 
the  pit  was  quite  full,  and  the  galleries  tolerably  so,  the  boxes  pre- 
sented but  a  sombre  appearance,  both  as  regards  quantity  aud  quality. 
Mr.  Bra  ham  opened  with  the  splendid  recitative,  '  Comfort  ye  my  peo- 
ple,' which  he  sang  very  finely.  The  next  point  was  the  sublime  chorus 
(  For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,'  which  did  infinite  credit  to  the  chorus 
department,  and  was  warmly  encored.  Then  came  the  exquisite  pas- 
toral symphony,  and  Miss  Paton* s  '  There  were  Shepherds/  and  the 
air  'Rejoice  greatly/  which  Miss  Paton  gave  with  a  finished  perfec- 
tion, it  would  be  impossible  to  praise  too  highly.  Miss  Bruce  then 
delighted  us  with  the  beautiful  air  '  He  shall  feed  his  flock/  this  lady 
is  rapidly  rising  in  public  estimation,  and  can  afford  to  be  told,  that 
n  more  simple  style  of  headdress  than  her  magnificent  hat,  accords 
best  with  a  sacred  oratorio  ;  Miss  Paton  felt  this,  and  was  more  simply 
attired,  than  on  the  Bight  of  the  miscellaneous  selection.  Miss  Hughes 
sang  charmingly  •  Come  unto  him/  and  'But  thou  didst  not  leave/ 

'  Mr.  Phillips  was  fine  in  '  Why  do  the  nations/  but  he  sometimes 
sings  a  little  fiat.  The  Hallelujah  chorus  was  magnificently  given  and 
warmly  encored.  After  that  Miss  Paton  sang  so  exquisitely  '  I  know 
that  my  Redeemer  liveth/  that  we  left  the  house  unwilling  to  destroy 
its  effect  upon  us.

Mr.  Lee  did  not  exercise  his  usual  good  taste  in  the  selection  given 
at  this  Theatre  last  night,  for  although  there  were  some  gems  of  me- 
lody interspersed,  there  was  much  of  what  may  be  appropriately 
termed  rubbish;  the  selection,  however,  as  it  was,  attracted  a  very 
crowded  audience.  Much  interest  was  excited  on  the  first  appear- 
ance of  Mrs.  Wood,  who  was  announced  by  that  name  in  the  bills  for 
the  first  time,  she  was  most  enthusiastically  received  ; — the  audience 
evidently  intending  to  compliment  her  on  her  change  of  state,  she  was 
elegantly  dressed  in  white,  and  wore  the  orange  flowers  emblematic  of 
marriage  in  her  hair.  We  can  hardly  yet  reconcile  ourselves  to  writ- 
ing her  name  Wood,  we  like  either  of  her  former  names  better,  but 
we  trust  she  will  be  more  happy  with  her  present  appellation,  and  we 
shall  then  write  Wood  with  satisfaction. 

Considerable  excitement  was  produced  in  the  early  part  of  the  evening 
by  a  determined  opposition  being  made  to  Miss  Pearson,  when  she 
stood  up  to  sing  the  air  '  Come  ever  smiling  liberty,'  a  few  persons 
hissed  so  determinedly  that  she  could  not  proceed,  she  sat  down  for  a 
few  moments,  and  a  second  time  attempted  to  sing,  but  the  opposition, 
continued,  and  net  feelings  subdued  her  ;  she  burst  into  tears,  and  was 
taken  out,  omitting  entirely  her  song.  Miss  Pearson  appeared  again. 
in  the  second  part  of  the  Selection,  and  sang  without  opposition.  We 
have  several  times  lately  felt  it  our  duty  to  speak  of  the  inadequacy 
of  this  young  lady  to  fill  the  characters  she  has  assumed, in  fact,  other 
interests  than  those  of  the  public  have,  both  on  the  stage  and  at  these 
Oratorios,  placed  her  in  a  more  prominent  situation  than  her  talents 
deserve,  but  we  cannot  countenance  the  opposition  of  last  night,  it  was 
unmanly  and  cruel ;  if  Miss  Pearson  had  sung  the  air,  and  badly,  we 
should  not  have  said  a  word,  though  then  we  ceuld  hardly  bring  our- 
selves to  tolerate  hissing  a  female  ;  but  in  this  case  the  lady  had  not 
offended  not  having  commenced  her  song;  she  was  certainly  very  ill-used. 
Mrs.  Wood  sang  in  her  best  style  '  Ye  sacred  Priests/  the  recitative 
and  air  r  Ah!  compir/  and  '  Should  he  upbraid  ;'  she  was  in  fine  voice 
and  appeared  highly  gratified  by  her  reception.  Miss  Bruce  gave  'On 
mighty  Pens/  very  finely,  and  Miss  Hughes  sang  *  The  marvellous 
works/  extremely  well  ;  why  will  not  this  young  lady,  who  has  a  most 
charming  voice,  pay  more  attention  to  distinct  articulation?  Mrs. 
Waylett  sang  with  infinite  sweetness  a  new  ballad  '  My  Jamie  is  fac 
o'er  the  sea ;  it  ought  to  have  been  encored,  but  there  was  a  decided 
opposition  to  this. 
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We  cannot  admire  Mr.  Braham's  "  Abercrombie,"  or  "  The  Bay  of 
Biscay/'  though  the  last  named  threw  the  house  into  raptures,  and 
induced  Mr.  Brahana  to  act  the  song  again  with  increased  energy,  so 
very  minutely  does  he  suit  the  action  to  the'  the  words,  that  he  wore 
very  dirty  white  gloves,  doubtless,  to  elucidate  the  passage  about  the 
r(  tarry  ropes  sliding  through  his  hands."  Phillips  sang  delightfully  a 
German  Bacchanalian  song,  he  gave  it  with  a  gusto  as  if  the  nectar  was 
then  upon  his  lips  ;  his  hearty  and  natural  laugh  in  the  Terzettino 
u  Vadasi  via  di  qua,"  obtained  for  it  the  honour  of  a  double  encore.

The  Play  of  The  Stranger  was  performed  at  this  Theatre  last  night 
most  effectively  ;—in  the  last  scene,  Mr.  Macready  and  Miss  Phillips, 
played  with  so  mnch  feeliog  as  to  create  a  more  than  ordinary  impres- 
sion on  the  house.  After  the  Play,  a  new  Farce  was  produced,  entitled 
High  Ways  and  By  Ways ;  it  is  said  to  be  a  translation  from  the 
French  by  Mr.  Webster,  but  we  should  imagine  that  the  author  owes 
more  to  his  own  imagination  than  to  the  French.  The  story  is  this  ; 
Eliza  Gordon,  (Miss  S.  Phillips,)  is  residing  in  an  obscure  part  of  the 
country,  expecting  the  arrival  of  Chailes  Stapleton,  (Cooper,)  whom, 
by  the  will  of  her  parents,  she  is  bound  to  marry,  or  lose  her  estate; 
she  hears  that  he  intends  visiting  her  house  in  disguise,  and  wishes 
herself  to  deceive  him  as  to  her  own  identity,  but  her  housekeeper, 
Miss  Primley,  (Mrs.  C.  Jones,)  determines  to  inform  him  oi  his  ar- 
rival the  real  state  of  affairs.  A  stranger  is  announced,  and  Narcissus 
Stubble,  (Liston)  a  straw  manufacturer,  returning  home  from  a  jour- 
ney, and  dressed  in  a  burlesque  style  of  fashion,  enters,  and  is  mis- 
taken for  Stapleton  ;  Miss  Primley  immediately  informs  him  of  his  hap- 
piness ;  the  mention  of  the  fortune  determines  him  to  marry  the  lady, 
though  he  has  been  <v  thrice  asked, "  to  Miss  Susan  Plat,  (Mrs.Orger,) 
who,  finding  that  he  does  not  return,  sets  out  in  search  of  him,  and  is 
overturned  in  the  stage  at  Miss  Gordon's  door  ;  the  passengers  arc  shel- 
tered by  that  lady,  and  among  them  is  the  true  Charles  Stapleton,  who 
is  smitten  with  Miss  Gordon  at  first  sight,  as  she  is  with  him  ;  they 
are  however  mutually  deceived,  and  Stapleton,  to  assist  Susan  Plat  in 
punishing  her  pefidious  swain, passes  himself  off  as  her  intended  husband 
Narcissus  discovers  that  if  Miss  Gordon  marries  him,  she  will  lose 
her  fortune,  he  then  tries  to  renew  his  affair  with  Susan,  who  to  punish, 
him,  affects  not  to  know  him;  at  Inst  however  an  eclaircissement  takes 
place,  and  all  parties  are  satisfied.  The  farce  was  received  with  con- 
siderable applause,  until  some  allusions,  extremely  indelicate,  were  put 
into  the  mouth  of  Mrs.  Orger,  considerable  opposition  was  afterwards 
manifested,  but  the  ayes  had  it  very  decidedly.  Mr.  Webster  is  so 
pleasant  an  actor,  and  we  hear  an  equally  pleasant  companion,  and  this 
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farce  is  a  first  attempt,  circumstances  conspiring  to  prevent  our  speak- 
ing harshly  if  we  were  disposed,  but  with  pruning,  we  think  the  piece 
will  become  popular,  there  is  really1  much  that  is  good  about  it,  and 
the  puns  are  better  than  ordinary.  With  proper  alterations,  we  think, 
jt  will  prove  a  very  pleasant  piece,  and  certainly  gives  promise,  of  fu- 
ture excellence  in  this  species  of  writing.  The  performers  all  played 
extremely  well.  Liston's  dress  and  description  of  it,  were  both  capital, 
IMiss  Phillips  sang  a  pleasing  ballad,  and  was  encored,  her  acting  was 
also  lady-like  and  agreeable..  Mrs.  C.  Jones  did  much  for  the  author, 
indeed  all  exerted  themselves.  Turning  the  Tables  concluded. — The 
house  was  tolerably  full.

A  very  crowded  audience  assembled  at  this  Theatre  last  night,  al- 
though the  Selection  did  not  appear  to  give  very  general  satisfaction 
on  account  of  the  number  of  trashy  ballads  whici  were  introduced  to 
the  exclusion  of  sterling  music.  The  first  symptom  of  disturbance  last 
night  was  the  circumstance  of  some  persons  hissing  Mrs.  Waylett  as 
soon  as  she  stood  up  to  sing  '  Away,  away,  to  the  mountain's  brow  ;", 
the  opposition  was  soon  put  down,  but  it  had  the  effect  of  causing  the 
lady  to  sing  too  flat  throughout  the  evening,  though  she  warbled  '  The 
Soldier's  Tear/  and  '  Rest  Warrior,  Rest,'  very  sweetly.  Miss  Pear- 
son was  violently  hissed  after  singing  '  My  fondest,  my  fairest/  and 
Mr.  Sinclair,  who  sang  '  A  Highland  welcome,'  received  a  strong  hint 
not  to  take  an  encore  too  suddenly,  which  he  is  sometimes  apt  to  do  ; 
his  repetition  of  the  song  was  literally  drowned  in  all  sorts  of  noises, 
M*s3  Paton  sang  brilliantly  <Lo!  here  the  gentle  lark  /  she  looked 
dreadfully  fatigued  throughout  the  evening,  which  is  not  to  be  won- 
dered at,  as  she  had  in  the  morning,  to  rehearse  the  whole  of  the 
music  in  the  new  Opera,  to  be  produced  this  evening  ;  she  sang  with 
much  brilliancy  her  part  of  the  duet  with  Braham,  'Now  hope,  now/ 
fear  :'  the  gentleman  indulged  in  some  of  those  most  vociferous  speci- 
mens of  bad  taste,  with  which  he  sometimes  delights  the  gods.

The  Selection  at  this  Theatre  last  night  was  well  chosen,  and  at- 
tracted a  more  crowded  house  than  any  previous  one,  although  they 
have  hitherto  been  so  successful.  Mrs. Wood  was  in  the  most  splendid 
voice,  her  part  in  the  Duet,  '  Now  hope,  now  fear/  was  given  the  firsG 
time  most  perfectly  and  brilliantly,  an  encore  tempted  her  to  "gild 
refined  gold,"  and  she  indulged  in  a  run  or  two  wonderful,  but  not  ap- 
propriate. Bills  outside  the  house  announced  that  Miss  Russell  having 
been  suddenly  taken  ill,  Miss  Byfeld  would  sing  her  song,  and  Miss 
Bruce  take  her  part  in  a  duet  with  Miss  Pearson  ;  both  the  ladies  ac- 
quitted themselves  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  audience  ;  the  latter  also 
sang  with  much  taste  *  Pious  orgies.'  and  *  Ah  !  che  forse.'  Mrs.Way- 
lelt  sang  her  ballads  with  more  than  usual  spirit  ;  when  she  confines 
herself  to  this  style  of  singing  nothing  can  be  more  beautiful  than  her 
voice.  The  delightful  glee,  *  The  Red  Rose,'  was  sung  by  Mr.  Horn, 
Mr.  Bedford,  and  Miss  Byfeld;  Mrs.  Mapleson  stood  up,  and  proba- 
bly assisted,  though  we  did  not  catch  a  single  note  of  her  voice.  Mr. 
Braham's  Greek  War  Song  of  Lord  Byron's  '  Tambourgi  thy  'larunx 
afar/  was  not  received  with  so  much  applause  as  it  deserved,  from  the 
chaste  and  effective  style  in  which  he  sang  it.— The  performance  did 
not  terminate  until  long  after  midnight. 

The  Edinburgh  Journal  of  Literature,  in  a  notice  of  the  Opera  of 
Cinderella,  as  performed  in  that  city,  gives  the  following  reprimand 
to  the  leader  of  the  orchestre.  Some  of  our  leaders  may  take  the 
hint : — "  The  overture  was  excellently  performed  ;  the  different  move- 
ments were  given  with  great  accuracy  in  regard  to  time,  and  with  more 
energy  and  force,  than  we  have  been  aecustomed  to  hear  from  that 
quarter.  During  the  Opera,  however,  we  could  willingly  have  dispensed 
with  a  little  of  this  fire.  It  domineered  occasionally  over  the  perfor- 
mers. The  whole  power  of  Reynoldson's  capacious  lungs  were  put  in 
requisition  to  obtain  a  hearing.  As  for  Miss  Turpin,  to  whom,  as  a 
lady,  some  deference  might  have  been  shewn  ;  her  case  was  past  pray- 
ing for.  Mathews  somewhere  or  other,  describes  an  unhappy  wight, 
seated  behind  a  giant  too  tall  to  be  overlooked,  and  too  athelitic  to  be 
knocked  down,  and  at  last  obliged  humbly  to  request  the  gentleman  to 
inform  him  what  was  going  on  upon  the  stage.  Now  if  we  had  the 
good  fortune  to  be  seated  immediately  behind  Mr.  Dewar  this  week, 
who  knows  but  we  might  have  learned  from  him,  more  than  was  al- 
lowed to  meet  the  ear  ?  This  gentleman's  taste  and  experience  should, 
we  think,  by  this  time,  have  taught  bira,  that  more  true  honour  is  to 
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be  gained  by  teaching  the  orchestre  tastefully  to  contribute  its  due 
proportion  to  the  general  effect,  than  by  converting  his  whole  band 
into  one  huge  u  first  fiddle."  He  must  rule  his  subs  with  a  rod  of  iron. 
The  great  potentate  with  whom  he  at  present  stands  in  alliance,  is  a 
splendid  example  of  the  beneficial  tendency  of  a  pure  despotism — io 
Theatrical  matters.

1  do  not  presume  to  enter 
into  the  merits  of  the  dispute  as  to  salary,  but  in  common  with  the 
public  generally,  I  should  exceedingly  deplore  the  non-opening  of  the 
Adelphi,  or  some  house  as  centrically  situated  during  the  summec 
months.  I  myself  am  an  inhabitant  of  the  city,  and  am  engaged  dur- 
ing the  day  in  business  ;  to  me,  and  thousands  similarly  situated,  the 
Theatre  offers  a  rational  and  delightful  recreation,  after  the  occupation 
of  the  day,  and  to.  us  it  would  be  a  seiious  deprivation,  should  the 
proposed  closing  of  the  Adelphi,  take  place.  The  Haymarket  it  must 
be  acknowledged  is  always  highly  attractive,  and  mnst  insure  frequent 
visits  from  all  lovers  of  Comedy,  but  the  distance  from  the  eity  is 
very  considerable,  and  frequently  would  prevent  an  agreeable  hoar's 
recreation,  from  that  circumstance  alone. 

I  wish,  therefore,  through  your  valuable  publication  to  suggest,  that 
it  would  surely  be  both  profitable  and  expedient  for  some  company  to 
perform  there  during  the  summer,  supposing  there  would  be  no  more 
difficulty  as  regards  licence  than  last  year.  None,  however,  would  be 
so  desirable  as  the  English  Opera  Company,  and  I  sincerely  trust  their 
differences  with  Mr.  Arnold  will  be  satisfactorily  arranged,  and  that 
they  will  open  the  Adelphi  at  the  usual  lime.

A  Correspondent  complains  of  the  difficulty  of  procuring  The  Thea» 
trical  Observer  round  the  Theatres,  and  says,  that  frequently  when  he 
enquires  of  the  women  and  boys  who  sell  the  Observer,  they  tell  him 
that  there  is  not  one  to  be  had  round  the  house.  The  reason  of  this 
is  that  an  imitation  of  the  regelar  house-bills  is  so^d  t©  these  persons

The  numerous  no- 
velties announced  for  this  week,  are  a  first  instalment  of  arrears  due 
to  the  public,  and  truly  it  is  needed.  Not  a  new  piece  yet  at  either 
house  this  season,  nor  was  there  all  the  last,  calculated  to  live  beyond 
its  hour.  We  are  aware  of  the  assertion,  reiterated  till  it  has  become 
mere  cant,  that  there  is  no  dramatic  talent  in  the  age  and  country, 
hut  often  as  it  has  been  insisted  upon,  we  are  prepared  to  assert  its 
falsehood. — There  is  no  demand  for  the  article  to  create  a  supply.  Of 
all  the  difficalties  encountered  by  the  aspirants  to  auy  art,  those  which 
beset  the  dramatist  are  the  most  discouraging.  Take  as  aB  example 
the  two  plays,  about  to  grace  the  boards  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre  :  — 
Alfred,  and  Charlest  have  both  been  written  five  or  six  years.  The 
circumstances  of  the  company  as  to  fit  representatives  of  the  charac- 
ters have  kept  back  the  first ;  the  tyranny,  most  bitter,  because  most 
wanton  and  absurd  of  the  licenser,  has  stopped  the  second.  Five  or 
six  years  of  fame  lost  to  the  first  dramatists  of  England  ! — But  these 
are  comparatively  fortunate  authors.  They  have  at  least  not  to  com- 
plain of  the  monopolists,  on  whose  boards  the  legislature  places  the 
fate  of  every  dramatic  author.  The  public  can  be  but  little  aware  of 
the  number  of  pieces  kept  back,  by  what  are  called  the  circumstances 
of  the  Theatre,  which  indeed  should  be  termed  the  caprices  or  idleness 
of  managers  and  actors.  We  could  unfold  strange  tales,  and  perhaps 
may  one  day  indulge  our  readeis.  The  neglect,  the  positive  and  chill- 
ing indisposition  of  managers  would  indeed  scarcely  be  believed,  unless 
verified  by  the  actual  recital  of  particular  circumstances.  Their  in- 
terests have  generally  been  considered  as  identified  with  those  of  the 
authors,  whose  capability  they  themselves  admit,  and  yet  the  very 
works  professed  to  be  worthy  of  representation,  are  held  back.  The 
Tragedies  and  Comedies  of  almost  every  nation  under  the  sun,  contain 
in  their  serious  or  witty  aphorisms  no  mean  portion  of  its  moral  and 
practical  wisdom.  They  are  the  authorities  for  quotation,  because  apt, 
condensed  and  true.  Who  are  the  arbiters  of  this  high  science  in  Enga 
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land?  We  will  tentere  to  assert  that  any  reasonably-sized  theatre 
legally  permitted  to  play  its  own  Tragedies,  Comedies,  and  Fartes, 
bought  and  paid  for,  without  touching  the  old  stock,  it  being  entitled, 
to  the  rank  of  "  Royal"  so  that  actors  of  any  grade  might  fearlessly 
join  it,  would  be  a  speculation  of  the  most  profitable  description,  and 
would  exist  by  the  very  means  of  rescuing  from  undeserved  neglect, 
the  talent  which  must  now  submit  to  a  longer  probation  in  overcoming 
difficulties,  than  in  writing  plays,  or  turning  in  disgust  from  the  office 
of  playing  the  lacquey  at  a  patent  theatre,  betake  itself  to  some  other 
course  less  aspiring,  as-.d  consequently  less  honourable  to  itself  and  the 
common!  ty,  but  at  the  same  time  freed  from  the  revolting  assiduities 
necessary  to  gain  a  parsimonious  patronage.

The  Easter  Spectacle  produced  at  this  house  last  evening  was  en- 
titled JVcuha's  Cave;  or,  the  South  Sea  Mutineers.  It  is  founded  upon 
Lord  Byron's  poem  of  "The  Island,"  though   the  adapter  has  made 
some  most  judicious  alterations.  The  crew  of  the  Narcissa  mutinying, 
as  in  the  poem,  overcome  the  Captain,  seize  upon  his  vessel,  and  steer 
back  again  to  the  Island  of  Toobonai,  where  tiiey  had  been  previously 
well  received  by  the  king,  Fcgee.  and  his  subjects;  Torquil,  who  in 
the  tale  is  one  of  the  mutineers,  in   the  drama,  is  made  to  resist  the 
wishes  of  (he  others,  for  which  resistance  he  is  ironed  and  guarded  on 
board  the  Narcissa.    Captain  Boldweather,  and  those  of  his  crew  who 
remain  faithful  to  him,  however,  reach  the  island,  and  are  assisted  by 
the  king  to  recover  their  ship.     Neuha,  the  daughter  of  his  Sandwich 
majesty,  is   the  wife  to  Torquil,  and  heaiing  of  the  place  where  he 
is  confined,  puts  to  sea  in  her  canoe,   and  succeeds  in  rescuing  him, 
together  with  an  unhapyy  "  sprig'*  of  a  horticulturist,    as  he  styles 
himself, one  Mr.  Pimpernel  Chickweed,  who  was  a  passanger  onboard 
the  Narcissa.    Ere  they  reach  Toobonai,  they  are  seen  by  the  pirates* 
and  snmmoned  to  surrender ;  Nenha  telling  her  lover  to  "follow  her 
fearlessly,"  plunges  into  the  waves,  and  they  both  disappear,  as  in  the 
poem.     They  reach  the  cave  of  Neuha,  but  are  betrayed  by  a  rejected 
admirer  of  the  princess,  and  fall  into  the  power  of  the  mutineers ;  they 
are,  however,  rescued  by  the  King,  the  ring-leader  is  shot,  and  the 
piece   concludes  happily.      We  think  the  subject  extremely  happily 
chosen,  and  well  treated. — The  Scenery  is  by  far  the  most  beautiful 
that  has  been  produced  since  Peter  Wilkins.     The  applause  was  ge- 
neral throughout,  and  the  piece  was  given  out  for  repetition  every  night 
'till  further  notice.     The  Carnival  at  JVaples  was  the  first  piece  — The 
house  was  crowded.

Pizarro,  was  performed  at  this  Theatre  last  night,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  a  new  Easter  Piece,  entitled  The  Ice  Witch ;  or,  The  Fro- 
zen Hand,  which  was  performed  with  very  equivocal  success.  Harold, 
and  his  Henchman  are  wrecked  in  the  Scandinavian  sea,  on  the  shores 
of  which  they  are  about  to  perish  with  cold  and  hunger,  when  they

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surrounded  with  an  atmosphere  so  cold,  that  it  freezes  all  who  ap- 
proach him;  endowed  with  these  troublesome  giftc  they  return  to  Nor- 
way. Harold  finds  his  bride  stolen  by  Gruthioff,  he  pursues  and  res- 
cues her,  killing  her  persecutor  by  means  of  the  frozen  hand,  he  is 
then  about  to  jrnarry  Ulla.  b«t  the  fatal  hand  causes  her  to  fall  sense- 
less. The  Henchman  is  equally  unfortunate,  his  atmosphere  freezes 
every  body,  by  the  interference  however  of  the  Sun  God,  the  natural 
enemy  of  the  Ice  Witeh,  a  general  thaw  takes  place,  and  Harold  and 
-his  Henchman  are  made  happy  with  their  brides.  We  have  not  space 
to  ecter  more  into  detail,  nor  is  the  piece  worth  it,  the  music  is  mise- 
rably common  place,  the  piece  tedious,  and  the  acting  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Barley's  very  mediocre.  The  piece  is  called  Mr.  Buckstone's 
but  we  shall  tell  a  curious  story  about  his  title  to  it,  when  we  have 
joom.

It  is  in  truth,  a  fairy  entertainment  of  the 
most  beautiful  kind.  We  now  proceed  to  a  part  of  our  duty  which  we 
fairly  confess  we  approach  with  considerable  diffidence ;  we  have  to 
speak  of  the  music,  and  in  so  doing  we  premise  that  we  are  not  going 
to  offer  a  decided  opinion  as  to  its  merits  or  otherwise.  With  regard 
to  the  higher  description  of  music,  it  is  dangerous — almost  always  fal- 
lacious to  be  guided  by  first  impressions.  We  think  this  remark  will 
be  found  to  apply  particularly  to  the  music  of  the  present  Opera,  which 
appears  to  us  to  be  precisely  of  that  description  which  requires  to  be 
beard  many  times  ere  its  style  can  be  comprehended,  or  its  beauties 
appreciated.  This  is,  perhaps,  discouraging  to  the  mere  lovers  of 
melody,  and  we  have  so  long  been  accustomed  to  the  melodies  of  Ros- 
sini, that  we  are  as  yet  scarcely  prepared  to  admire  the  severer  beauties 
of  the  German  school. 

There  is  however  no  reason  that  we  should  not  do  so,  for  if  the 
taste  for  music  in  this  coentry,  does  but  continue  to  increase  as  it  has 
done  of  late  years,  there  will  be  no  species  of  music,  however  scienti- 
fic, which  will  not  be  listened  to,  and  relished.  In  the  present  Opera 
the  concerted  pieces  and  chorusees,  are  decidedly  the  best  parts.  The 
solos  not  only  lack  melody,  but  definite  character.  We  would  particu- 
larly specify  the  trio  at  the  commencement  of  the  second  act,  sung  by 
Miss  Inverarity,  and  the  two  Misses  Cawse,  it  was  encored  unani- 
mously, also  the  quintet  at  the  end  of  that  act.  The  duet  between 
Azor  and  Zemira,  and  a  duet  between  the  two  Miss  Cawses  in  the 
third  act.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  performers,  who  one  and  all,  ex-* 
erted  themselves  most  meritoriously.    Miss  Inverarity  has  decidedly

A  new  Farce  uoder  the  title  of  JVettlewig  Hall,  was  last  night  pro- 
duced at  this  Theatre;  the  plot  consists  of  a  number  of  practical 
jokes,  played  off  by  a  nephew  on  his  uncle,  to  gain  possession  of  the 
ward  of  the  latter,  in  which  of  course  he  eventually  succeeds.  Little 
can  he  said  for  the  wit  or  cleverness  of  the  writing,  but  many  of  the 
situations  are  laughable,  and  the  piece  was  well  acted ;  it  is  understood 
to  be  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Westmacott.  The  applause  and  opposition 
were  alike  violent,  much  of  the  latter  was  excited  by  the  evident  na- 
ture of  some  of  the  approbation,  which  followed  alike  the  most  com- 
monplace observation,  or  the  cleverest  witticism  of  the  piece.  The 
Brigand  preceded,  and  The  Ice  Witch  followed  the  Farce. 

Mr.  Buckstone  has  requested  an  interview  with  us  upon  the  subject 
of  our  remark  as  to  the  authorship  of  The  Ice  Witch.  We  have  de- 
clined this,  from  no  fear  of  the  justice  of  our  cause,  as  our  readers 
will  readily  perceive,  but  a  public  controversy  should  not  be  ended  by 
a  private  arrangement.  When  we  wrote  the  observation  in  question, 
"  The  piece  is  called  Mr.  Buckstone's,bat  we  shall  tell  a  curious  story 
about  it  when  we  have  room  ;"  we  did  so  upon  the  conversational  au- 
thority of  one  whom  we  are  not  in  the  habit  of  doubting,  and  who  told 
us  that  he  had  previously  read  a  piece  upon  the  same  subject,  part  of 
which,  when  altered,  had,  as  he  had  heard  been  sent  to  the  Adelphi. 
We  thought,  therefore,  that  our  remark  was  no  very  ungentle  hint.— 
We  shoald,  upon  more  positive  and  circumstantial  testimony,  have 
expressed  very  differently  our  indignation  at  a  jackdaw  author,  dressed 
in  the  plumes  of  literary  pilferings.  We  have,  however,  repeated  to 
our  friend  Air.  Buckstone's  wish  to  elucidate  the  point,  and  he  reiterates 
his  assurance  of  having  read  such  a  piece,  containing  especially  the  in- 
cident of  the  frozen  hand,  and  sends  to  us  the  following  letter  from  the 
author  of  it,  which,  we  apprehend,  puts  the  matter  fairly  at  issue  be- 
tween two  avowed  parties.  For  ourselves,  we  are  spectators  of  the 
contest,  with  the  sole  desire  to  render  justice,  aud  the  hearty  wish 
that  the  reprobation  of  the  public  may  fall  wherever  baseness  may 
court  it.

Sir,— Having  been  given  to  understand  that  the  statement  contained 
in  your  publication  of  Mr.  Buckstone's  having  pirated  the  Play  of  The 
Frozen  Hand,  now  performing  at  Drnry  Lane,  has  excited  Mr.  Bo's 
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great  indignation,  and  willing  that  Mr.  B.  should  not  labour  under  aft 
unjust  accusation,  I  beg  to  inform  you  of  the  whole  circumstances  con- 
nected with  the  same.

Last  night,  a  new  tragic  Drama,  entitled  The  Pledge;  or,  Castilan 
Honour,  was  produced  at  this  Theatre  with  complete  success.     It  is 
an  adaption  of  Victor  Hugo's  Tragedy  of  Hernani,  which  owed  much 
of  its  celebrity  in  Paris  to  the  circumstance  of  being  one  of  the  earliest; 
French  Tragedies  which  successfully  set  at  defiance  the  unities  about 
which  the  French  had  previously  been  so  scrupulous,  arad  exhibited  a 
Iiorrid  catastrophe,  which  before  it  bad  been  imagined  French  nerves 
would  not  endure.  We  cannot  help  thinking  that  much  of  the  brilliant 
success  which  attended  the  production  of  this  Tragedy  in  Paris  may  in 
fairness  be  attributed  to  the  circumstance  of  its  being  a  sort  of  defiance 
of  the  severer  school,  and  an  attempt  at  the  romantic  drama  upon 
which  the  party  not  inaptly  termed  the  romantiques,  staked  their  suc- 
cess.    Many  persons  too  considered  the  success  of  Hernani  as  the 
triumph  of  our  own  immortal  one  over  French  prejudice,  for  they  con-^ 
eeived  that  the  production  of  Shakspeare's  Tragedies  in  France  had  led 
to  this  result ;  these  combined  circumstances  imparted  to  Hernani  an 
importance, which  We  cannot  think,  though  containing  evidence  of  much 
dramatic  power  in  the  author,  it  justly  deserved.  Not  only  the  unities, 
but  probability  of  every  kind  is  unhesitatingly  set  at  defiance  in  the  plot 
of  this  drama,  which  we  attempt  to  give  as  concisely  as  possible:— 
At  the  opening  of  the  play  we   find  Donna  Zanthe,  (Miss  Phillips,) 
living:  with  a  relative  Don  Leo,  (Mr.  Macready,)  who  though  advanced

Last  night  the  new  Tragic  Drama  of  The  Pledge,  was  performed, 
for  the  second  time,  at  this  Theatre  ; — in  our  notice  of  its  production, 
want  of  space  prevented  our  doing  justice  to  the  talent  displayed  by 
the  adapter  Mr.  Kenney.  We  have  seen  this  Tragedy  performed  in 
Paris,  and  can  safely  assert,  that  the  translation  does  not  lose  a  par- 
ticle of  the  spirit  of  the  original,  in  fact  we  consider  this  play  as  al- 
most the  only  instance  in  which  au  adaption  fully  comes  up  to  the  ori- 
ginal.

ludicrous  to  all  those  who  do  not  hear  them  for  the  first  time.  The 
character  of  Hernani  is  exactly  fitted  to  Wallack,  there  is  a  dash  of 
the  brigand  mixed  up  with  romantic  love,  and  these  are  precisely  the 
two  styles  in  which  Wallack  excels.  Miss  Phillips  has  a  very  arduous 
part,  and  evinces  great  improvement,  particularly  io  pourtraying  ten- 
derness and  feeling  her  attitudes  and  figure  are  strikingly  beautiful  ia 
the  character  of  Zanthe.  Nothing  can  be  finer  than  the  acting  of  Ma- 
cready,  as  the  noble  Castilian,  we  cannot  see  the  conclusion  of  the 
Tragedy,  without  regretting  that  we  have  seen  so  little  of  him.

Diorama,  Regent's  Park. — The  views  now  exhibiting  at  this  estab- 
lishment, are  as  well  executed  as  any  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing here;  and  the  subjects  are  admirably  adapted  for  this  species  of 
painting.

It  commenced  well  with  a  "  pertinacious"  cobbler  by  the  former,  bat 
became  at  length  tiresome  ;  and  though  these  meritorious  performers 
received  much  applause,  there  was  considerable  disaprobation  evinced, 
which  was  encreased  by  the  poverty  of  the  dialogue  and  plot.  The 
introduction  of  two  living  female  characters,  under  the  names  o(  JMiss 
MUdcw,  and  %Mish  Bankington  Bombasin,  was  in  exceedingly  bad 
taste.  The  former  is  to  be  seen  about  the  streets,  dressed  intirely  in 
white,  even  to  her  shoes  and  pattens  ;— and  the  latter  is  always  to  be 
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found  near  the  bank,  dressed  in  black,  and  much  rouged,  and  is  well 
known  to  every  citizen  by  the  name  of  rouge  and  noir.  It  is  the  worst 
possible  taste  to  introduce  living  characters  on  the  stage,  anil  particu- 
larly when  they  are  objects  of  commiseration.  Insanity  whatever  be 
its  cause  or  effect,  should  never  be  rendered  ridiculous.  In  addition 
to  the  [ill-judgement  which  would  introduce  such  subjects,  may  be 
added  the  exceeding  stupidity  with  which  the  caricature  was  drawn. 
It  was  these  identical  characters  which  first,  and  deservedly  drew 
down  the  disapprobation  of  the  audience.  Curtailment  most  be  used 
and  the  performances  which  are  lively  enough  in  other  parts,  will  then 
have  as  favourable  a  run  as  their  precessors.  We  hate  in  the  forego- 
ing account  taken  advantage  of  the  labours  of  a  brother  critic,  and 
must  candidly  confess,  we  could  not  ourselves  summon  courage  enough 
to  sit  out  Messrs.  Mathews  and  Yates's  entertainment.

."but  learning  that  the  King  displeased  with  his  natural  brother's  con- 
duct, considers  it  safer  for  himself,  that  he  should  remain  a  prisoner, 
and  has  therefore  forbidded  any  of  his  subjects  to  ransom  him,  under 
severe  penalties,  she  nevertheless  resolves  to  make  the  sacrifice,  and 
dispatches  a  relation  of  her  own,  Adorni,  who  is  also  secretly  in  love 
with  her,  to  effect  her  inteutioBS,  he  does  so  honestly  and  effectually, 
notwithstanding  it  destroy 's  nis  own  prospects; — Bertoldo  on  his  re- 
lease, is  introduced  to  the  Duchess  of  Sienna,  who  is  now  victorious, 
and  who  recognizes  in  him  the  person  she  bad  formerly  loved,  she  is 
not  long  acquainting  him  with  her  passion,  and  Bertoldo,  forgetting

scenes  extremely  interesting,  particularly  the  last.

Taglioni.— Fashionable  and  popular  as  is  this  celebrated  artiste  hi 
in  this  country,  our  admiratioi  of  her  appears  cold  when  compared  to 
the  enthusiasm  she  excites  in  Paris,  where  it  must  be  allowed  the  pa- 
rity of  her  style  is  more  fully  appreciated.  We  take  the  dancing  of 
Taglioni  to  be  the  very  perfection  of  her  art,  all  other  dancers  have  aa 
appearance  of  effort  and  exertion,  this  is  not  the  case  with  Taglioni ; 
the  most  extraordinary  yet  graceful  attitudes  and  evolutions  appear  io 
be  natural  to  her,  and  to  spring  from  her  own  native  grace,  rather 
than  to  have  been  acquired  by  study.  Taglioni  is  the  only  dancer  we 
ever  saw,  who,  when  not  engaged  in  dancing,  moves  upon  the  scene 
with  a  natural  walk  ;  she  is  the  model  on  which  all  students  of  the  art 
should  form  their  style. 

On  Wednesday  Mr.  T.  Phillips,  well  known  to  the  public  as  a  fa- 
vourite theatrical  singer,  concluded  a  course  of  lectures  on  vocal  com* 
position,  and  singing  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music.  The  course 
consisted  of  four  lectures,  and  we  regret  having  been  prevented  at- 
tending any  but  the  last.  In  this  lecture  Mr.  Phillips  chiefly  dwelt  on

The  Lecturer  concluded  by  presenting  to 
the  notice  of  his  audience,  a  convincing  example  of  the  possibility  of 
adapting  English  words,  to  a  composition  originally  written  for  a 
foreign  text,  without  deteriorating  the  effect  of  the  whole;  which  by 
the  by,  is  a  task  of  greater  difficulty  than  is  generally  supposed.  The 
example  quoted  was  the  opening  trio  from  Cosifan  Tutte,  which  was 
sang  by  Mr.  Phillips  and  two  of  the  pupils  of  the  academy,  first  with 
the  Italian  words,  and  next  with  the  English  words,  which  we  believe 
vere  adapted  to  the  piece  on  its  production  at  the  English  Opera 
House.  Several  songs,  and  concerted  pieces  were  sung  by  Mr.  Phil- 
lips, assisted  by  some  of  the  pupils  of  the  academy:  and  the  lecture, 
upon  the  whole,  afforded  to  the  auditors  a  considerable  share  of  in- 
struction and  amusement,

An  extravagant  manner  of  praising  actors  is  by  no  means  of  modem 
date;   Betterton  was  compared  to  a  "a  stately  spreading  oak,  which 
stands  fixed,  environed  round  with  brave,  young,  growing,  flourishing 
plants."  Dryden,  alluding  to  him  when  old,  in  a  prologue,  says  ; 
"  He,  like  the  setting  sun,  still  shoots  a  glimmering  ray, 
Like  ancient  Rome,  majestic  in  decay.'* 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Theatrical  Observer. 

Sir— I  am  one  of  a  very  numerous  class  of  persons,  who  pay  a 
periodical  visit  to  London  at  this  season  of  the  year  on  business ;  I, 
of  course,  wish  to  mix  up  a  little  pleasure  with  it,  and  as  the  Theatre 
is  to  me  the  highest  treat,  I  can  enjoy,  judge  of  my  disappointment  at 
having  been  in  town  a  week,  and  only  having  had  the  opportunity  of 
witnessing  one  play  at  Drury  Lane.  Alfred  the  Great  is  certainly  a 
fine  play,  and  to  a  Londoner  it  does  not  signify  if  it  is  repeated  every 
night  for  a  month,  but  to  a  countryman,  the  case  is  widely  different; 
out  of  the  many  hundreds  at  present  in  town,  probably  by  far  the 
larger  proportion  only  remain  in  town  ten  days,  or  a  fortnight;  most 
of  them  devote  every  evening  to  the  Theatre,  and  naturally  wish  that 
they  may  see  a  different  performance  every  night ;  bitter  then  will  be 
their  disappointment  at  both  houses  from  the  want  of  variety.  If  the 
Theatres  even  consulted  their  own  interests,  one  would  suppose  that 
a  variety  of  amusements  would  be  most  conducive  to  their  treasury, 
be  this  as  it  may,  the  case  is  very  hard  upon  us,  who  have  only  a  few 
days  to  spend  in  London  annually  ;  I  wish  you  would  advocate  our 
cause,  which  is  truly  *  hard  one,  I  always  take  home  your  little  pub*- 
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iication  for  the  amusement  of  my  family,  and  to  recur  to  myself  in 
after  days,  to  revive  my  pleasant  recollections  of  the  Theatres,  and  en- 
joy in  imagination  the  intellectual  treat  they  record  having  afforded  me. 
J  shall  now  only  see  Alfred  the  Great,  and  Azor  and  Zemira,  both 
good  certainly,  but  not  enough  to  satisfy  the  cravings  of  country  curi- 
osity of  one  whose  enthusiasm  for  theatricals  would  scarcely  be  ima- 
gined by  any  one  who  is  not  doomed  to  reside  where  even  a  few  barn- 
door fowls  would  be  hailed  with  delight.  Do  take  our  case  into  your 
favourable  consideration,  Mr.  Editor,  if  you  knew  the  delight  with 
vhich,  when  I  got  off  the  coach  on  my  arrival,  I  heard  a  little  dirty 
boy  exclaim  '*  Theatrical  Observer  your  honour  !"  I  am  sure  your  good 
nature  would  enlist  you  on  the  side  of  the  play-going  public  from  the 
country.

play of  character. — Burn's  genius  bursts  [out  anew  in  the  genius  of  Thorn. — 
lithographic  Print  by  Wyllie  excellent.

At  this  Theatre  last  night  Mademoiselle  Leontinc  Fay,  an  actress 
rery  cele*>ratcd  in  Paris,  made  her  first  appearance  before  a  London 
audience,  and  was,  as  she  deserved  to  be,  very  favorably  received.-— 
AJueh  has  been  said  of  this  lady's  beauty,  in  this  respect  we  confess  our- 
selves disappointed  ;  she  has,  however,  intelligent  features,  and  is  a 
very  charming  actress  ;  we  saw  her  only  as  Malvina,  in  the  Vaudeville 
of  that  name,  and  therefore  cannot  yet  speak  of  her  abilities,  which 
are  said  to  be  great  in  other  parts  of  the  drama.  Madlle.  Fay's  chief 
excellence  appears  to  consist  in  sensibility,  and  the  power  of  exhibiting 
those  quick  transitions  of  feeling  in  which  French  audiences  delight; 
her  manner  is  very  natural,  and  we  are  sure  that  on  better  acquaintance 
she  will  be  found  a  very  delightful  actress. 

Taglioni. — Her  form,  from  her  first  appearance,  manifests  that  she 
is  more  than  mortal  ;  but  though  she  is  certainly  a  goddess,  the  poet 
does  not  make  her  the  goddess  of  beauty  until  she  moves.  All  the 
charms  of  an  agreeable  person  are  then  in  their  highest  exertion — each 
]irab  and  feature  appears  with  its  respective  grace.  The  business  of 
dancing  is  to  display  beauty,  and  for  that  reason  all  distortions  and 
mimieries  as  such,  are  what  raise  aversion  instead  of  pleasure;  but 
things  that  are  in  themselves  excellent,  are  ever  attended  with  impos- 
ture and  false  imitation. 

Thus,  as  in  poetry,  there  are  laborious  fools  who  write  anagrams, 
and  acrostics  ;  there  are  pretenders  in  dancing,  who  think  merely  to 
do  what  others  cannot,  is  to  excel.  Such  creatures  should  be  rewarded,, 
like  him  who  had  acquired  a  knack  of  throwing  a  grain  of  corn  through 
the  eye  of  a  needle,  with  a  bushel  to  keep  his  hand  in  use.  The  danc- 
ing on  our  stages  is  very  faulty  in  this  kind  ;  and  what  they  mean  by 
writhing  themselves  into  such  postures,  as  it  would  be  a  pain  for  any 
of  the  spectators  to  stand  in,  and  yet  hope  to  please  those  spectators 
!•  unintelligible.    Charming  Taglioni !  yon  never  offend  in  this  way— 
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you  are  as  graceful  as  a  swan's  neck,  as  proudly  graceful  too.  Your* 
Is  not  merely  the  simple  grace,  the  uneducated  modest  beauty  of  a 
timid  nymph  ;  there  is  the  rapture  of  a  muse  about  you,  and  a  melan- 
choly expression  (if  we  can  apply  such  a  term  to  your  dancing,  we 
certainly  can  to  your  long-lashed  eyes,)  that  creates  before  us  a 
twilight  of  enjoyment,  far  more  exquisite  than  the  glare  and  display  of 
the  mindless  caperers  we  have  so  frequently  looked  upon. 

Shocking  JJccident. — On  Thursday  night,  just  before  the  conclusion 
of  the  performance  at  Astley's  ;  Miss  Burnett  one  of  the  figurantes, 
in  performing  one  of  her  evolutions,  by  some  means  slipped,  and  fell 
with  considerable  violence  on  the  stage.  Some  of  the  performers  im- 
mediately ran  and  raised  Miss  Burnett  up,  when  it  was  discovered  that 
the  unfortunate  young  lady  had  broken  one  of  her  legs  just  below 
the  knee.

The  performances  air  this  Theatre  last  night  consisted  of  TheMer- 
nhant  of  Venice,  and  The  Romance  of  a  Day,  betwten  wheh,  Mr.  S, 
Thompson  gave  his  Living  Representation  of  the  celebrated  GreciaR 
Statoes.  In  the  last  piece,  Barnett's  song  '  My  Father  Land/  was 
•ung  three  times,  and  Miss  Taylor  was  encored  in  'Karoline !  Karoline  V 
it  was  a  ticket-night,  and  the  house  was  crammed  to  the  ceiling. 

SDrurp  lane  €ljcatte* 

Last  night,  the  new  Grand  Opera,  which  has  been  talked  of  for 
some  time,  was  produced  at  this  Theatre,  under  the  title  of  The  Emis- 
sary ;  or,  the  Revolt  of  Moscow,  it  is  an  adaptation  of  the  Freoch 
Opera  of  Le  Colporteur,  of  Onslow,  with  additional  music  by  Barham 
Li?ius,  and  we  understand  that  young  Grattan  Cooke  has  likewise  fur- 
nished some  of  the  songs.  On  looking  over  the  cast  of  this  grand 
Opera,  we  must  confess  we  did  not  expect  much,  and  we  were  not  dis- 
appointed, for  Miss  Pearson  as  a  prima  donna,  did  not  hold  out  much 
promise.  We  scarcely  know  whether  it  is  necessary  to  give  our  readers 
an  account  of  the  Plot,  for  we  doubt  whether  the  Opera  will  be  per- 
formed above  a  night  or  two  longer,  it  was  so  very  indifferently  re~ 
ceited,  and  certainly  did  not  deserve  a  better  fate.  We  must  not  how- 
ever cast  all  the  blame  on  the  original  composer,  for  as  there  have 
been  so  many  conks  engaged  to  fit  this  Opera  for  the  English  taste, 
we  have  no  doubt  but  they  have  spoiled  it  in  the  process.  The  music 
as  it  is  now  presented  to  us,  is  with  very  little  exception,  mere  sing 
song,  without  the  least  character  or  pretentions  to  novelty,  the  cho- 
russes  struck  us  as  the  best  part  of  it ;  there  was  but  one  encore,  and 
that  honour  was  bestowed  on  Mr.  Phillips's  first  song,  which  however 
had  little  to  recommend  it,  except  the  ability  of  the  singer,  which 
tendered  a  very  simple  air,  pleasing,  by  the  sweetness  with  which  it 
was  sung.  Miss  Bruce  has  also  an  air  in  the  opening  of  the  third  act, 
with  a  chorus,  which  was  very  ably  executed,  and  made  us  regret  that 
Ibis  talented  young  lady  had  no  larger  share  in  the  vocal  part  of  tha 
performance. 

Phillips  and  Horn  executed  likewise  a  duet  in  the  third  act,  which,, 
fcy  the  by,  is  the  best  of  the  whole  Opera,  which  wai  given  with  grea£ 
spirit.  Mr.  Harley  had  a  part  which  we  fancy  is  intended  to  be  comic 
but  it  failed  totally,  being  entirely  devoid  of  that  necessary  ingredient, 
wit,  for  we  scarcely  remember  ever  to  have  heard  two  more  stupid  songs 
than  those  that  were  set  down  for  him.  Of  Miss  Pearson  we  do  not 
wish  to  say  much,  she  is  wholly  unfit  for  the  part  entrusted  to  her,  and 
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the  rendered  a  tiio  in  the  first  act,  which,  perhaps,  might  hare  bees 
impressive,  entirely  ineffective  through  h»r  incapacity;  notwithstand- 
ing we  have  been  given  to  understand  that  the  music  was  transposed  to 
bring  it  within  the  compass  of  her  voice.  The  trumpet  and  kettledrums 
were  occasionally  very  loud  in  the  orchestra;  but  the  managers  are  very- 
much  mistaken  if  they  suppose  that,  in  the  present  state  of  musical 
science,  noise  will  pass  for  grandeur  in  masic.  Mr.  Sinclair  sang  very 
well  in  the  part  allotted  to  him.  The  Opera  throughout  was  heard 
with  great  patience,  but  on  Harley  coming  forward  to  announce  the 
performance  for  to-night,  the  disapprobation  was  so  loud  that  he  could 
not  be  heard,  and  in  the  midst  of  which  he  retired.  We  suppose  this 
Opera  will  be  tried  another  night,  but  it  cannot  succeed  ; — we  have 
ourselves  heard  many  Vaudevilles  with  better  music  than  this  grand 
Opera,  Some  of  the  scenery  is  very  pretty,  particularly  a  moonlight 
scene.  The  afterpieces  were  Popping  the  Question,  and  The  Jenkinses, 
The  boxes  were  full,  but  there  was  but  a  ihin  attendance  in  the  pit  & 
galleries.

The  house  was  not  well  attended. 

I*ing'£  €f)catre* 

On  Saturday  evening  this  Theatre  presented  a  combination  of  talent 
rarely,  if  ever  seen  in  one  night.  The  Opera  was  Medea,  with  Pasta 
as  the  heioine  ; — her  voice  and  acting  as  splendid  as  ever,  (farther 
improvement  is  impossible, )and  her  figure  improtedby  being  rather  di- 
minished in  size,  since  her  last  visit  to  us.  Pasta's  JSledta  is  beyond 
all  dispute  the  noblest  specimen  of  tragic  acting  and  singing,  now  to 
be  seen,  and  we  canuot  conceive  that  it  was  ever  surpassed,  yet  on 
Saturday  we  found  an  old  hyper-critic,  (one  of  those  nuisances  who 
infest  you  with  their  recollections,  and  talk  about  modern  degeneracy) 
who  ventured  to  fancy  that  in  the  scene  with  the  children,  Madame 
Pasta  sang  half  a  note  too  flat,  and  was  once  a  little  out  of  tune.  Oh  ! 
the  cant  of  critiscism  ; — it  is  really  beyond  belief,  that  any  man  should, 
witness  that  most  splendid  scene,  should  listen  to  the  heart  rending 
tones  of  the  mothers  despair,  during  which  even  the  froien  votaries  of 
fashion,  who  pronounce  any  exhibition  of  feeling  or  interest  vulgar, 
were  awed  into  silence,  and  not  a  few  into  tears;  whilst  the  eternal 
question  of"  Who's  to  win  the  Derby  ?"  ceased  to  buza  round  the  pit, 
and  some  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  turf,  actually  talked  about  being 
moved,  yet  even  then  to  find  one  miserable  old  man,  talking  about  half 
notes,  and  how  he  remembered  Mara  was  something  too  much  foreten. 
a  critic's  patience,  and  forced  us  to  tell  him  what  a  curse  such  a  me- 
mory must  be.  The  Opera  altogether  is  admirably  played,  Rubini 
sin£s  splendidly,  and  Curioni  and  Fanny  Ayton,  executed  their  music 
with  much  brilliancy,  there  is  a  most  shameful  opposition  to  Miss  Ay- 
ton,  (who  rapidly  improves,)  got  up  by  two  or  three  ill-looking  foreign- 
ers, who  must  be  taught  not  to  intrude  their  illiberality  too  conspicu- 
ously. The  Ballat  of  The  JVayade  followed,  rendered  interesting  by 
the  exquisite  dancing  of  Taglioni.

In  fhe  construction  of  this  drama  Mr.  Rophino  Lacy 
has  not  been  happy  ;  there  is  nothing  in  the  dialogue  beyond  now  and 
then  a  well  turned  and  high  sounding  period,  and  the  comic  portion  is 
exceedingly  devoid  of  wit;  the  piece  is  only  entitled  to  notice  as  ft 
spectacle,  and  considered  as  such,  there  is  much  to  admire. 

The  passage  of  Mount  St.  Bernard,  is  one  of  the  most  effective  and 
picturesque  scenes  ever  exhibited  in  a  Theatre,  the  grouping  and  man-

are  given  by  the  artist  with  as  true  a  spirit  as  in  the  poet's  creation. 
The  second  figure  is  that  of  the  "  raucle  carlin,"  who  with  a  proud 
consciousness  of  her  charms,  witnesses  with  a  dignified  and  plea«3K} 
air,  the  contest  for  their  possession  by  the  "  sturdy  caird,"  and  the 
'*  P'Kmy  sciaper,"  this  figure  is  extremely  fine,  the  "carlin"  though 
clothed  in  rags,  has  about  her  the  consciousness  of  power,  and  ate 
though  on  her  countenance  may  be  traced  mingled  with  much  cunning, 
'•■  The  withering  blight— 

"  That  sin  and  sorrow  leave  where'er  they  light." 
Yet  there  is  nobility  in  her  vice  and  rags,  something  of  the  Meg  Mer- 
rilies  kind  :  indeed,  with  a  different  sort  of  face,  this  statue  would 
serve  for  one  of  that  celebrated  heroine.  Her  two  lovers,  the  cniid  and 
fiddler,  are  finely  executed;  the  conscious  brute  strength  of  the  one,  and 
the  crouching  weakness  of  the  other,  are  very  finely  imagined  and  ex- 
ecuted. The  last  group  consists  of  the  poet  who  has  risen  to  si  tig  "be- 
tween his  two  Deborahs;"  this  group  is  also  very  fine;  the  attention 
with  which  the  rival  Deborahs  listen  to  him  is  well  pourtrayed.  The 
whole  of  these  statues  evince  great  skill  in  the  sculptor  as  regards  the 
anotomical  proportions,  but  he  also  exhibits  the  higher  qualifications 
of  poetical  feeling,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  poet,'s  creatjon. 
which  he  has  embodied  60  successfully  that  we  can  promise  tlie  ao£ 
noire rs  of  the  bard  a  high  treat  in  visiting  these  illustrations |,thej  a/« 
admirable  continuations  of  Jiff,  Xhotfs,  WfeUJ* 'IfiW  delighted  aft  fet« 
coos  of  true  taste.

THE  FIBBER  AND  THE  FARCIER. 

LEIGH   HUNT    V.    C.  M.  WESTMACOTT. 

Some  short  time  since  the  Age  caught  Leigh  Hunt  Jibbing,  and,  in  its  usual 
caustic  style,  exposed  what  they  were  pleased  to  term  the  natural  infirmity 
of  the  man.  The  mistake  was  certainly  not  a  very  gross  one  ;  only  a  minute 
criticism  on  the  style  and  talent  of  Mrs.  Waylett  as  a  singer — relating  to  a 
particular  song,  upon  an  occasion  when,  unfortunately  for  Mr.  Leigh  Hunt,, 
the  lady  did  not  sing  at  all.  Leigh  Hunt's  excuse  for  this  error  was,  it  must 
be  confessed,  a  bad  one  for  a  critic.  He  was  too  blind  or  too  deaf  to  distin- 
guish one  lady  from  another  ;  but  he  did  not  forget  to  abuse,  with  all  the 
audacity  of  the  Old*  Bailey,  his  caiastic  corrector.  Shortly  afterwards  Mr, 
Westmacott  produced  a  Farce  at  Drury-lane,  and  thus  gave  Mr.  Leigh  Hunt 
an  opportunity  for  revenge,  in  the  exercise  of  which  amiable  feeling  the  irri- 
table critic  indulged  with  all  the  gluttony  of  a  Zanga.  Of  this  we  do  not 
complain;  and  we  know  that  Mr.  Westmacott  cared  very  little  about  it: 
but,  coupled  with  the  notice  of  his  farce  came  forth  another  fib,  in  the  shape 
of  a  letter  from  a  correspondent,  stating  that  "  the  farce  had  been  acted 
three  years  before  at  the  Surrey  Theatre,  and  most  unequivocally  damned.'' 
To  this  latter  statement  the  Farcier  instantly  replied  by  a  decided  negative, 
as  to  data  and  damnation,  directing  Mr.  Leigh  Hunt  to  the  precise  time, 
seven  years  since,  when  a  Burletta  of  his,  Mr.  W.'s,  on  the  same  subject, 
had  been  played  most  successfully  at  the  Surrey  Theatre.  Here  the  matter 
ought  to  have  dropped  ;  but  Leigh  Hunt  could  no  more  eradicate  the  brand 
of  falsehood  fixed  by  the  Age  upon  his  front,  than  he  could  wipe  away  the 
stain  of  base  ingratitude  which  the  recollection  of  his  benefactor  Byron  will 
always  associate  with  his  name.  Well ;  he  found  the  seven  year-old  bill  of 
the  Farce  at  the  Surrey,  and  it  proved  to  be  exactly  as  Mr.  Westmacott  had 
Stated  it  to  be;  but  Leigh  Hunt  endeavoured  to  twist  and  torture  it  into  a 
contradiction,  and  wrote  a  long  article  for  that  purpose,  but  he  only  proved 
his  skill  in  disguising  truth,  and  gave  other  examples  of  his  industry  in  Jib- 
bing, and  the  pursuit  of  revenge.  Mr.  Westmacott's  reply  to  this  tirade 
was  a  brief  notice  under  the  head  of  "Correspondence,"  in  the  Age.  It 
was.  in  fact,  neither  more  nor  less  than  calling  Leigh  Hunt  "  a  pitiful 
twaddler,  and  threatening  to  apply  the  thumb-screw  to  his  nose."    Graciou*

heavens  !  Only  think  of  the  rude  finger  and  thumb  of  the  Great  Captain  of 
the  Age  being  applied  to  the  olfactory  organ  of  the  Cockney  Prince  of 
Poetasters.  All  Leigh  Hunt's  visions  of  Reform,  Revolution,  Hampstead  Heath, 
Hannibal,  and  Hashed  Mutton,  vanished  before  this  threat  of  elongating  his 
handsome  proboscis;  it  was  too  much  for  flesh  and  blood,  or  even  skin  and  bone,  like 
the  poet's,  to  bear;  so  down  he  sat,  with  his  nose  in  his  sinister  hand,  to  preserve  it 
from  assault;  while  in  his  dexter  limb  he  grasped  a  falchion  pen  plucked  from 
the  wing  of  a  brother  gander,  who  had  died  of  the  spleen  through  diving  in  dirty 
water.

We  hope  this  dreadful  affair  will  end 
here;  for  however  lightly  we  may  estimate  Leigh  Hunt's  labours,  it  must  be  con- 
fessed that  he  has  done  some  service  !o  society  (unintentionally,  we  believe),  if  it 
has  only  been  iu  supplying  the  trunk-makers  with  linings,  and  old  tabbies  with 
soft  paper.

German  hunting  qnartetto  which  had  been  announced  to  be  sung  by 
Messrs.  Heart],  Muhlaur,  Meyer  and  Wex,  was  also  omitted,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  indisposition  of  M.  Muhlaur.  Miss  Inverarity  made 
her  first  appearance  at  these  performances,  and  sang  with  much  bril- 
liancy Weber's  celebrated  scena  "  Softly  sighs  the  voice  of  evening," 
"  Should  he  upbraid,5'  and  the  duet  of  •«  When  thy  bosom  heaves  the 
sigh,"  with  Biaham,  who  was  in  fine  voice,  and  sang  ,4Oh!  tis  a 
glorious  sight  to  see,"  and  the  cantata  of  "Alexis,"  with  Liodley's 
most  exquisite  accompaniment,  with  a  purity  of  taste  and  style,  which 
made  us  the  more  regret  his  absurd  display  in  "  The  Bay  of  Biscay," 
which  however  threw  the  audience  into  raptures,  and  confirmed  those 
who  before  hesitated  in  their  opinion  of  the  want  of  musical  taste  in 
the  English  public.  A  Bliss  Riviere,  also  a  first  appearance,  sang  with 
good  taste  and  execution  two  Italian  arias,  she  was  very  favourably 
received. 

Miss  Bruce  sang  Rossini's  brilliant  air,  '  Bell'raggio/  with  great 
power  and  exeeediegly  good  taste  ;  she  was  much  applauded,  notwith- 
standing an  ui:  fortunate  fit  of  coughing  marred  the  brilliancy  of  the 
conclusion,  and  prevented  the  encore  the  audience  seemed  fully  dis- 
posed to  desire.  Mrs.  Waylett  met  with  the  usual  systematic  oppo- 
sition to  an  encore  of  her  ballad  of  ■  Kate  Kearney/  the  house  was  dur- 
ing the  whole  repetition  of  the  song  in  a  violent  uproar.  Mrs.  Way- 
lett's  ballads  are  beautiful,  but  she  must  confine  herself  to  them  ;  her 
duet  of  •  Giovenette'  with  Phillips,  was,  ©n  her  part,  a  complete  failure, 
in  proof  of  which  there  was  no  attempt  at  an  encore,  a  must  unusual 
circumstance  when  this  duet  is  even  decently  sung.  Miss  S.  Phillips, 
Miss  Lovoi,  Miss  Byfeld,  and  Mr.  Horn,  contributed  the  aid  of  their 
talents.  At  the  conclusion  a  call  was  made  for  '  God  save  the  King/ 
the  principal  singers  had  left ; — Miss  Byfeld,  Miss  Pearson,  and  Mr. 
Robinson,  however,  came  forward  and  sung  it.

The  Grand  Historical  Spectacle  of  Napoleon  Buonaparte,  was  last 
night  performed  at  this  Theatre  ;  the  hat  used  by  Mr.  Warde,  is  the 
identical  one  worn  by  the  hero  himself.  It  was  borrowed  of  the  gen- 
tleman to  whom  it  belongs,  who  is  a  resident  of  Paris,  under  a  solemn 
injunction  to  return  it  at  the  end  of  the  season.  Mr.  Warde  has  had 
the  advantage  we  are  told  of  having  himself  seen  the  Emperor  Napo- 
leon. The  Highland  Reel  concluded  the  entertainments. — There  was 
a  good  house. 

We  have  authority  to  state  that  the  differences  which  caused  the  re- 
tirement of  Mr.  Lee  from  the  management  of  Drury  Lane  Theatre, 
arose  entirely  from  matters  under  the  deed  of  partnership  between  that 
gentleman  and  Capt.Polhill,  and  not  from  any  personal  misunderstand- 
ing between  them. 

The  dispute  betwixt  the  public,  M.  Laporte,  and  Signor  Paganini, 
remains  undecided  ;  a  thousand  stories  are  in  circulation  in  vindication 
of  each  party,  that  there  has  been  gross  and  infamous  rapacity  some- 
where, is  sufficiently  obvious,  and  it  is  matter  of  rejoicing  that  the 
English  have  so  contrarily  to  general  expectation,  resisted  this  impu- 
dent attempt  upon  their  gullibility  It  is  said  that,  when  Laporte  first 
applied  to  Paganini  for  his  services,  the  modest  violinist  demanded 
600  guineas  per  night. 

M.  Laporte's  friends  must  regret  exceedingly  that  instead  of  enter- 
ing into  an  arrangement  with  M.  Paganini,  and  appearing  to  support 
bis  absurd  pretensions,  he  did  not  at  ooce  put  a  stop  to  all  negocia- 
tions.  Another  story  runs  thus  "  Paganini,"  it  is  said,"  after  having 
arranged  the  prices  of  admission  to  his  concert,  was  unable  to  sleep  in 
consequence,  as  he  thought,  of  having  so  greatly  undercharged  them.", 
The  "four  boxes  only"  which  were  let  upon  the  occasion,  served  at 
least  to  shew  that  there  was  a  diversity  of  opinion  on  that  subject.— 
M.  Paganini's  friends  attribute  this  to  his  ignorance  of  the  customs  of 
this  country,  and  promise  a  statement  which  shall  exonerate  him,  and 
throw  the  whole  blame  upon  Laporte.  A  correspondent  of  a  Morning 
Paper  says  ;  "  Being  at  Calais  last  week,  I  was  informed  by  a  gentle- 
man that  the  Signor  Paganini  had  been  performing  at  that  place,  and  I 
subsequently  saw  one  of  the  bills,  and  was  much  surprised  at  the  mo- 
derate chargp,  for  Subscribers,  five  francs,  and  non-Subscribers,  eight 
francs  ;  and  this  just  before  he  arrived  at  Dover."

Thk  Concert  of  Signor  Paganini,  about  which  so  much  fuss  has  beea 
made  in  consequence  of  the  attempt  to  advance  the  prices,  took  place 
at  this  Theatre  last  night,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that  John  Bull  hav- 
ing forgotten  his  proper  resentment  of  the  attempt  to  impose  upon  him, 
(we  sincerely  believe  from  ignorance  on  the  part  of  Signor  Paganini.) 
welcomed  this  distinguished  foreigner,  as  such  talent  should  be  wel- 
comed ;  in  fact  we  have  scarcely  ever  seen  so  much  enthusiasm  in  an 
English  audience  as  was  displayed  by  the  one  of  last  night.  Although 
tin  peu  blase  in  these  matters  ourselves,  we  must  candidly  confess 
that  we  have,  notwithstanding  our  previously  high  raised  expectations, 
been  so  delighted  and  astonished  by  the  most  extraordinary  perform- 
ance of  Signor  Paganini,  that  we  shall  rather  give  a  description  of  the 
sensations  we  experienced  than  attempt  a  critical  analysis  of  the  merits 
of  this  truly  wonderful  performer. 

Signor  Paganini  is  very  little  like  the  portraits  of  him  in  the  shops, 
which  are  all  disagreeable  ;  the  Signer's  countenance  on  the  contrary 
is  benevolent,  and  generally  pensive,  except  when  occasionally  lit  up 
by  the  enthusiasm  of  his  feelings.  To  attempt  to  describe  his  style 
of  playing,  would  be  vain — for  the  first  three  minutes,  but  no  more, 
we  said  to  ourselves,  could  not  Mori  and  a  hundred  other  people  do 
this — then  came  a  tone  so  indescribably  exquisite,  that  we  at  once  felfc 
all  power  of  critiscism  was  charmed  away,  and  that  we  must  at  once 
abandon  ourselves  to  the  same  ardent  admiration  of  this  man,  that  he 
has  every  where  excited.  To  say  that  he  has  the  most  brilliant  execu- 
tion in  the  world,  would  be  to  say  nothing ;  his  command  of  the  instru- 
ment is  so  perfect,  that  he  seems  to  use  it  at  his  pleasure,  and  draw 
forth  tones  at  every  touch,  which  he  himself  must  have  heard  then, 
for  the  first  time  Sometimes  you  hear  the  warbling  of  birds,  then 
the  tones  of  a  flagelet,  but  more  delicious  than  all,  a  low  wailing 
sound  which  if  we  had  not  long  ceased  to  be  romantic,  we  should  say 
recalled  all  the  "  moonlight  and  music5'  of  one's  youth  ;  in  short,  Sig. 
Paganini's  performance  is  so  wonderful  that  every  person  possessing 
half-a-gumea  should  go  to  hear  Iiij&i  His  receptioa  wa»  eatteiastic.

Sir, — I  address  you,  and  venture  to  solicit  an  insertion  ef  this  letter 
in  your  publication  because  I  find  your  remarks  on  the  Theatres  gene- 
rally more  impartial  than  are  to  be  met  with  in  any  other  theatrical 
publication.  At  the  same  time  I  must  take  leave  to  observe  that  I  do 
not  consider  that  even  you  have  spoken  out  with  sufficient  boldness  on 
the  obvious  causes  which  have  led  to  the  unfortunate  results  as  regards 
the  treasury  of  the  season  about  to  terminate  at  both  the  winter  thea- 
tres ;  that  result,  in  my  opinion,  is  wholly  to  be  attributed  to  the  sys- 
tem of  favouritism  which  has  been  so  ruinous  to  both  establishments. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  invidious,  and  give  particular  names,  but  the 
most  careless  observer  who  frequents  the  Theatres  at  all,  will  not  fail 
at  once  to  fix  upon  the  individuals.  At  the  one  Theatre  some  apology 
may  be  offered  on  the  score  of  parental  vanity,  but  this  is  a  weak 
excuse,  and  ought  to]  weigh  very  little  ;  at  the  other  Theatre  the  cir- 
comstance  which  have  led  to  this  injurious  system  of  favouritism,  ad- 
mit of  no  palliation  at  all.  At  both  Theatres  much  talent  has  been 
notoriously  kept  in  the  shade,  to  prevent  its  being  put  in  contrast  with 
mediocre  abilities,  which  have  been  as  improperly  thrust  forward.  I 
might  also  expatiate  upon  the  tyranny,  the  mean  and  petty  jealousies 
which  "  patient  merit,"  has  been  obliged  to  submit  to  behind  the  cur- 
tain ;  all  I  wish  to  do  however  at  present,  is  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  press,  and  the  public  to  the  causes  which  have  most  assuredly  led 
to  the  decline  of  the  Theatres  ;  there  is  no  want  of  talent,  the  only- 
thing  necessary  to  re-establish  the  drama  in  its  ancient  splendour,  is 
a  truly  impartial  and  unbiased  manager  at  each  house,  and  one  withal 
who  is  not  an  actor  himself,  or  has  any  member  of  his  family  on  the 
stage.

The  performances  at  this  Theatre  last  night,  were  for  the  Benefit 
of  Mr.  Blanchard  and  Mr.  Mears,  the  former  a  good  old  sterling  actor 
of  the  school  rapidly  giving  way  to  grimace,  and  buffoonery.— Mr. 
Blanchard  is  an  actor  who  possibly  never  drew  a  good  house  to  the 
establishment ;  yet  he  is  one  of  the  few,  who  have  been  the  means  of 
keeping  up  a  relish  for  the  Drama  in  those  who  remember  when  it  was 
not  entirely  dependant  upon  a  fine  singer,  a  clever  horse,  or  magnifi- 
cent scenery.  There  are  yet  a  few  venerated  names,  which  make  the 
Theatres  insurable  to  an  old  play-goer,  and  amongst  these  Mr.  Blan- 
chard may  feel  proudly  conscious  that  he  holds  a  conspicuous  situa- 
tion. The  entertainments  were  Cinderella,  The  Omnibus,  and  Teddy 
the  Tiler. 

The  Temple  of  Momus,  in  the  Hay-market,  opens  this  evening. 

Sadler's  Wells  Theatre. — "  The  English  Paganini." — Paganini 
like  other  great  artists,  is  to  have  his  imitators,  and  to  have  them  too 
la  this  country  at  least,  close  in  his  wake.  Scarcely  has  his  first  bow 
been  drawn,  ere  a  competitor  enters  the  lists  with  him,  and  takes  his 
stand  on  the  same  high  ground  of  pretension.  He  makes  to  be  sure 
his  approaches  modestly — he  presents  his  first  essay  in  this  distant 
region — he  is  willing  to  dwell  in  the  "suburbs  of  our  graces/'  or  like 
a  cautious  general,  forms  his  first  lines  out  of  the  reach  of  point-blank 
cannon-shot ;  but  in  other  respects  he  braves  a  comparison,  and  pro- 
fesses to  give  us  all  the  "feats  of  Paganini.'*  Mr.  Collins,  which  is 
the  name  of  the  hero  of  this  adventure,  might  have  said  '*  more  thaa 
all,"  as  he  certainly  gave  us  things  which  Paganini  could  not  do ;  for 
lie  could  not,  if  he  would,  stop  out  of  tune.  We  will  not  analyse  the 
performance ;  but  in  its  praise,  we  are  bound  to  say,  that  it  was  dex- 
terous and  clever,  in  a  far  greater  degree  than  could  have  been  ex- 
pected, and,  considering  that  Mr.  Collins  had  probably  never  heard 
Paganini  till  he  visited  London,  the  little  he  did  prodoce  in  the  same 
manner,  shews  no  common  facility  in  him.  Still  he  is  more  likely  to 
spoil,  than  to  improve  the  skill  he  has,  by  going  on  with  such  attempts. 
We  are  sorry  to  remark  that  even  the  merit  he  displayed  was  not  ap- 
preciated as  it  deserved  by  this  enlightened  audience;  that  the  gods 
grew  exceedingly  impatient  at  the  length  of  the  Adagio,  and  that  the 
vociferations  of  the  tiers  etat  entirely  drowned  the  solo  on  the  fourth 
string.

i^ap^macfert  Cfjcatre* 

The  Comedy  of  The  IVay  to  Keep  Him,  was  performed  at  this 
Theatre  last  night,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a  debutante  in  the 
part  of  the  Widow  Belmour.  The  bills  announced  the  effort  as  a  '  first 
appearance  on  any  stage,'  a  fact  we  would  not  believe  on  any  occasion, 
though  one  rose  from  the  dead  to  assert  it.  The  personal  appearance 
of  the  lady  in  question,  is  in  the  highest  degree  prepossessing. — She 
is  in  fact  beautiful — her  features  small,  delicately  formed,  and  pos- 
sessing both  animation  and  intelligence.  There  were  moments  when 
she  reminded  us  of  the  ever  to  be  lamented  Miss  Foote.  We  cannot 
say  more ;  her  figure  too  is  remarkably  good,  and  she  has  a  foot  which 
made  us  wish  for  a  revival  of  the  days,  when  the  poet  declared; 
That  from  the  hoop's  bewitching  round, 
The  very  shoe  has  power  to  wound. 

The  more  difficult  and  more  delicate  task  now  remains,  to  speak  of 
the  acting  of  the  new  aspirant  to  public  favour.  Difficult  as  it  ever 
must  be  to  venture  any  thing  like  an  opinion  upon  a  first  performance, 
we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  lady  has  talents,  which  when  more 
matured  by  cultivation,  practice  will  render  her  a  valuable  actress.— 
She  has  now  the  usual  faults  of  a  beginner — a  good  deal  of  affectation, 
want  of  ease,  and  a  general  constraint  of  manner,  which  time  and 
habit  alone  will  enable  her  to  overcome.  Her  performance  of  the  part 
of  the  lively  widow  was  highly  intelligent,  and  in  parts  very  effective, 
the  scene  with  Lovemore,  in  which  she  describes  the  folly  and  insipi- 
dity of  the  society  of  the  day,  was  extremely  well  acted,  and  called 
forth  considerable  applause. 

It  was  decidedly  superior  to  the  scenes  with  Jilrs^ljovemore,  which 
are  of  a  more  serious  character,  and  inclined  us  to  think  that  the  part 
was  not  a  judicious  selection,  and  that  it  afforded  by  no  means  a  fair 
criterion  of  the  lady's  powers.  We  like,  however,  so  well  what  we  have 
seen  of  her,  that  we  trust  we  shall  shortly  have  an  opportunity  of  see- 
ing her  in  a  character  more  suited  (as  we  humbly  think,)  to  her  ta- 
lents. The  part  of  J\lrs.  Lovemore  was  well  acted  by  Mrs  Faucit ;  but 
we  do  implore  her  not  to  appear  again  in  a  dress  which  made  her  look 
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like  the  Princess  Huncamunca,  or  the  Giantess  Glumdalca ,  in  Tom 
Thumb ;  such  was  the  costHme  she  figured  io  in  the  fifth  act,  and  un- 
luckily she  is  complimented  upon  the  beauty  of  her  dress  by  her  hus- 
band, and  the  Widow.  Mr.  Farren's  Sir  Bashful  is  too  well  known 
a  performance  to  need  the  aid  of  our  dull  comments.  He  acted  with 
great  care,  and  was  well  supported  by  Cooper,  as  Lovemore,  and  Vin- 
ing  as  Sir  Brilliant  Fashion.

We  consider  this  as  hardly  fair 
treatment  on  the  part  of  the  management  either  towards  Mr.  Taylor, 
or  us  poor  critics,  for  mighty  Somnus  had  already  begun  to  exert  his 
influence,  which  extended  even  to  the  scene-shifters,  who  were  almost 
asleep  at  their  post.  We  sincerely  wish  they  would  learn  to  keep  bet- 
ter hours  at  this  house,  and  feel  confident  tbey  would  find  their  ac- 
count by  not  sending  away  their  audiences  with  a  surfeit  aad  head-ache. 
If  Mr.  Taylor  had  appeared  earlier  in  the  evening,  we  are  certain,  he 
would  have  been  encored  in  his  songs,  which  appeared  to  give  great 
pleasure  to  the  few  remaining  visitors,  and  were  much  applauded,  and 
in  our  opinion  deservedly,  for  they  were  given  with  much  good  taste 
and  feeling.  Mr.  Taylor's  voice  is  exceedingly  melodious,  and  he  ap- 
pears to  have  a  perfect  command  over  it ;  he  will  prove  an  acquisition 
to  this  Theatre.  The  other  performers  exerted  themselves  also  dur- 
ing the  evening  with  great  effect,  particularly  Mrs.  Glover  as  Mrs.

plause. Miss  Fanny  Kemble  was,  of  course,  the  Juliet;  we  have  so 
often  alladed  to  her  personation  of  this  character,  that  we  can  say  no 
more  than  that  she  played  it  with  all  her  usual  excellence*  After  the 
Tragedy,  Mr.  Bartley  came  forward  and  delivered  the  customary  fare- 
well address,  which  was  the  verv  shortest  we  e?er  remember  to  have 
beard  upon  a  similar  occasion  ;  it  ran  thus: 

"  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  the  season  terminates  this  evening,  and  I 
am  deputed  by  the  Proprietors,  to  return  you  their  grateful  thanks  for 
the  patronage  they  have  received  at  your  hands ; — they  beg  to  assure 
you,  that  no  efforts  shall  be  spared,  during  the  recess,  to  meet  yoa 
with  increased  attractions  ; — the  house  will  re-open  on  Monday,  the 
3d  of  October,  till  when,  I  beg  in  the  name  of  myself,  and  my  bro- 
ther performers,  most  respectfully  to  say  farewell."  This  address  was 
extremely  well  spoken  by  Mr.  Bartley,  and  was  well  received  by  a 
very  numerous  audience.  The  Miller  and  his  Men  concluded.  Far-> 
ley's  performance  of  Grindoff  does  him  great  credit;  it  is  his  master- 
piece. Blanchard  was  very  humorous  as  Karl,  and  the  piece  altoge- 
ther, went  off  uncommonly  well. 
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There  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  a  performance  at  Covent  Garden

popular  exertion  on  the  stage  of  Drory  Lane,  is  fallen  into  poverty 
*'  in  the  sear  of  the  yellow  leaf,"  there  are  those  now  living  in  splen- 
did opulence,  who  in  her  youthful  days  of  prosperity  and  loveliness, 
enjoyed  her  friendship  and  hospitality,  and  they  ought  to  contribute 
towards  her  comfort. 

The  charming  Taglioni,  has  not  been  able  yet  to  re-appear  since 
lier  late  accident ;  and  although  not  nominally,  yet  in  fact,  Madlle. 
Clara  now  occupies  the  place  of  premiere  danseure.  She  has  improved 
considerably  within  the  last  year.

Oar  space  is  so  limited,  that  our  remarks  upon  An  You  Like 
It,  must  be  very  brief;  it  would,  however,  be  positive  injustice  to  Miss 
Taylor,  who  made  her  fi  rst  appearance  on  these  boards,  in  the  cha- 
racter of  Rosalind,  to  be  entirely  silent  Miss  Taylor,  went  through 
the  part  with  much  grace,  and  naiveth  ;  she  was  encored  in  the  Cuckoo 
song,  which  she  sang  charmingly,  the  part  is  peculiarly  suitable  to  her, 
and  we  hope  she  will  often  repeat  it.  The  Comedy  of  A  Friend  at 
Court,  was  the  middle  piece,  and  was  entirely  successful ;  the  plot 
runs  thus — Twenty  three  years  before  the  piece  opens,  a  certain  Van 
Graventhal  has  died,  leaving  his  property  between  his  three  sons, 
Ludwig,  Adolph,  and  Conrad  ; — the  two  former  contrive  to  defraud 
the  younger  of  his  share  of  the  inheritance,  and  he  leaves  his  native 
country  penniless.  At  the  opening  of  the  Play,  we  learn  Adolph  is 
dead,  leaving  an  only  daughter  to  the  care  of  Ludwig,  who  has  pur- 
chased the  title  of  Baron,  but  owing  to  his  extravagance,  he  is  upon 
the  very  brink  ol  ruin.  The  son  of  the  Elector  has  dishonorable  views 
upon  Emma,  his  niece,  at  which  the  Baron  connives,  persuaded  by  a 
libertine  Italian  Count.  The  prince  to  aid  his  views,  induces  his  mo- 
ther,the  Electress,  to  nominate  her,  to  the  high  place  of  Maid  of  Honor. 
At  this  juncture,Conrad,  the  disinherited  brother  returns,  and  finds  his 
son  Ebert  in  the  service  of  the  Baron,  he  having  engaged  as  his  pri~ 
vate  secretary,pmmpted  by  an  attachment  which  subsets  between  him 
and  Emma.  He  introduces  himself  as  a  merchant  immensely  rich,  is 
invited  in  that  character  to  dine  with  the  Baron,  and  finally  releases 
him  from  his  pecuniary  embarrassments.  He  learns  the  plot  against 
the  honour  of  his  niece,  which  he  frustrates,  and  unites  her  to  his  son. 
These  materials  are  slight,  but  they  are  skilfully  put  together,  aud  the 
interest  is  well  sustained  to  the  denouement.  Of  the  acting  of  Farren, 
as  the  blunt  merchant,  it  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly,  and  we  must 
afford  our  most  unqualified  praise  to  Miss  Taylor,  who  personated 
Emma  in  a  most  affecting  manner.  Vining  made  the  most  of  his  part 
of  Count  Florelli,  a  compound  of  the  villianand  the  coxcomb;  we  must 
however  protest  against  his  attempts  at  French;  his  pronunciation  is 
positively  barbarous.     The  applause  at  the  fall  of  the  curtain  was  ira= 
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mense,  and  the  Comedy  was  announced  for  repetition  this  evening  by 
Farren,  amidst  the  acclamations  of  a  very  full  house.  Animal  Mag- 
netism concluded.

In  a  recently  published  "History  of  Tewkesbury"  we  find  an  anec- 
dote, for  the  truth  of  which  we  can  vouch,  having  ourselves  heard  the 
circumstances  from  old  people  in  the  neighbourhood  at  this  period,  and 
in  the  Theatre  where  the  celebrated  Mrs.Siddons  first  appeared  on  the 
stage,  and  was  announced  thu9, (%  Between  the  Play  and  Farce,  a  song 
by  Miss  Sally  Kemble."  At  this  period  their  were  two  rital  Theatre, 
in  the  Borough  of  Tewkesbury,  one  of  them  was  in  the  Rails  Meadows, 
and  occupied  by  Robinson  and  Thornton's  company. 

The  other  was  in  a  meadow,  called  the  Pantry,  and  was  under  the 
management  of  the  elder  Kemble.  The  manager,  his  wife,  and  his 
young  family,  were  the  principal  performers  ;  here  therefore  the  late 
John  Kemble,  Mrs.Siddtns,  and  their  brother  Stephen,  often  dis- 
played their  embryo  talents  to  a  "  beggarly  shew  of  empty  benches." 
In  a  late  publication,  the  following  anecdote  of  John  Kemble  is  al*o 
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recorded.  "  The  Theatre  at  Cheltenham,  was  under  the  management 
of  its  proprietor,  the  eccentric  Watson,  who  was  a  fellow  of  infinite 
jest  and  haraonr,  full  of  Thespian  anecdotes,  and  perfectly  master  of 
the  art  of  driving  away  loathed  melancholy.  Many  a  hearty  laugh 
have  I  had  with  him;  he  was  an  Irishman,  and  had,  although  I  say 
it,  who  should  not  fay  it,  all  the  natural  wit  of  his  country  about  him. 
He  was  of  a  very  respectable  family  (Quakers)  in  Clonmell.  In  John 
Kemble's  younger  days,  he  was  a  near  ally  of  his,  and  both  belonged 
to  a  strolling  company.  They  lived,  or  rather  by  Watson's  accouat 
starved  together  ;  at  one  time  in  Gloucestershire,  they  were  left  penny- 
Jess,  and  after  continued  vicissitudes,  Watson  assured  me,  such  whs 
their  distress,  that  at  that  time  they  were  glad  to  get  into  a  turuip- 
field,  and  make  a  meal  of  its  produce  uncooked  ;  and  he  added  while 
Tegailing  on  the  raw  vegitable,  that  they  hit  upon  a  scheme  ;  aud  a 
lucky  one  it  turned  out.  It  was  neither  more  nor  less,  than  that  John 
JSemble  should  turn  methodist  preacher,  aud  Watson  perform  the  part 
Clerk  Their  scheme  was  organized,  and  Tewkesbury  was  their  first 
scene  of  action  ;  they  drew  together,  in  a  field,  a  numerous  congre- 
gation, and  Kemble  preached  with  such  piety,  &  so  much  effect,  that  a 
large  collection,  rewarded  his  labours."  This  anecdote  Kemble  him- 
self told  me  was  perfectly  true.

the  French  Revolution,  painted  on  many  thousand  feet  of  canvass— gran*!  com- 
position,inimitable  execution,  and  vast  labour— crowded  daily  with  fashionables. 

Musing  as  I  pass'd  along  on  the  want  of  Motion  in  Tarn  O'^hanter.  I  step'd 
into  Weeks's  Royal  Mechanical  Exhibition,  3,  Tichborne  Street,  opposite  the 
Haymarket,  and  was  really  surprised  to  see  the  beautiful  motions  of  the  Ele* 
phant,  which  supports  a  magnificent  Galley,  nearly  9  feet  high.  The  Temple, 
and  Waterfalls  are  realy  superb,   but  must  be  seen  to  be  described. 

I  often  pass  a  pleasant  hour  at  the  Exhibition  of  British  Artists,  Suffolk  Street, 
Pall  Mall  East— like  to  encourage  native  talent ;— many  of  the  Pictures  here 
equal  to  those  of  the  oldest  and  best  masters.

On  Friday,  1  pop  in   to  examine  Miss  Linmood's  curious  Needle- Work,  in 
Leicester  Square — just  added  other  beautiful  specimens  of  her  art. 

1  nightly  lounge  in  the  lobbies-  fond  of  adventurer-observed  a  beautifui 
Sylph  admiring  herself  in  my  boots—'  Why,  Mr.  Pry,'  says  she,  •  does  a  great 
actress  resemble  Warren's  Jet  Blacking?'  '  Because  she  cuts  &  shine.1 — 1  never 
give  it  up. — but  I  intrude,  beg  pardon,    your's.
